CLEVELAND, O., June 4.—The 
siege of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
yards by the “bonus army” was 
broken up late tonight as 400 
weary and bedraggled World War 
veterans began a retreat toward 
the city: limits. 


Prodded forward steadily by 20 


policemen, the Cleveland division 
of the “expeditionary force” start- 
ed marching east before the mem- 
bers were informed that Gov. 
George White had offered trans- 


portation in State Highway Depart- 
ment trucks to their homes or to 
the boundary nearest their 
homes if they are residents of an- 
other State. 

The retreat was in response to a 
plea by Mayor Ray T. Miller that 
the veterans leave the city and was 
started after more than half of the 
veterans had wandered away, pre- 
sumably to find food. 

Destination Uncertain. 

The destination of the veterans. 
from Clevelad, Detroit, Toledo and 
other cities, tonight was uncertain 
but they still were headed in the 
seneral dire@tion of Washington, 
while police announced if they at- 
tempted to turn back the leaders 
would be arrested. , 

Apparently the last home of the 
veterans of riding free to Pittsburg 
vanished early today, when a group 
of the veterans made a& desperate 
eff rt to storm the roundhouse of 
the Pensylvania Railroad and was 
repulsed by police clubs. One’ vet- 
‘fan was seriously clubbed and an- 
other was knocked out. 

Earlier the yeterans. had cap- 
tured the freight yards and round- 
house, but after they had held up 
all traffic for nearly 12 hours, they 
were pushed back to a plot of 
‘rick-studded ground by 400 po-

SAN FRANCISCO MAN FOUND 
SHOT TO DEATH IN PARIS HOTEL 


Police Say George H. Howard dr. 
Ended His Own Life; Pistol 
Beside Body.

PARIS, June 5 (Sunday).—The 


Paris Herald said today that George 
H. Howard Jr., who was socially 
prominent in San Francisco, Cal., 
was found dead in a hotel room 
here with a bullet wound through 
his head. 

The newspaper quoted the police. 
as saying he had committed sui- 
cide. 

He is thought to have shot him- 
self early yesterday. The body 
was found by a valet of the hotel 
after he had knocked repeatedly at 


the door of the room. An auto- 
matic pistol, with one of its six 
cartridges discharged, lay beside 
his body. The police said they 


found a message requesting that 
the body be cremated and the ashes 
scattered over San Francisco. 
Howard, who was 41 years old 
and a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity, had been living in France 
for two years with his parents. The 
police said they found another 
inessage, presumably intended for 
his mother, which was written on 
the back of a letter received from 
Aix-Les-Bains, where she was gtay- 
ing. In the message Howard com- 
plained of loneliness and said he 
was uphappy because he never had 
been loved as he had loved others.

YEW YORK. June 4.—The 


opinion that an annual $100,000 
i and extra bonuses of 4¢275,- 
000 during a four-year period was 
too much money to have gone to 
the chairman of the board of the 
Brooklyn Manhattan Transit sub- 
way, Gerhard M. Dahl was ex- 
pressed today by Paul Blanshard, 
executive director of the City Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Blanshard, who is a B. M. T 
stockholder, said the directors ex 
flained what he called the “prodi- 
gious” bonuses were paid “for vari- 
ous reorganizations and for nego- 
tiations conducted with the city.” 

In.a letter to stockholders, 
Blanshard declared Dahl was not 
responsible for operating the trac- 
tion lines and that he was paid the 
$100,000 a year salary as a finan- 
cial negotiator. 

“A $275,000 bonus in addition to 
such a salary is so clearly out- 
rageous,” he wrote, “that J be.ieve 
it can be recovered for the stock- 
holders in the courts.” 

He pointed out that many work- 
ers on the subways were being em- 
ployed seven days « week and 11 
hours a day, while the bonuses 
were being paid, a circumstance he 
called a “striking commentary up- 
on the ethical standards of Mr. 
Dah} and his fellow directors.” _

— The 
Senate today voted a 10 per cent 
cut in civilian Federal pay, includ- 
ing its own, with only employes re- 
ceiving less than $1000 annually 
escaping the one year reduction. 
The cut is estimated to save the 
taxpayers $117,000,00§ and help 
the new revenue bill bridge the 


. | deficit. 


By a vote of 38 to 27, a coalition 
of Democrats and Republicans 
shoved through the recommenda- 
tion of its bi-partisan Economy 
Committee after rejecting numer- 
ous alternative plans for a gradu- 
ated scale of reductions bearing 
most heavily on the larger salaries. 

Still remaining to be voted upon 
as a substitute for the economy bill 
plan is the. Hoover plan of fur- 
loughing Government employes 
without pay for 30 days each year 
instead of cutting their salaries. 

Offered by Senator Moses (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, on behalf of the 
administration, it is estimated to 
save from $80,000,000 to $90,000,- 
000. 

Expect to Beat Furlough. 

Proponents of the 10 per cent cut 
are confident they will be able to 
beat the furlough proposal. 

After several days of debate, in 
which the committee’s recommen- 
dation was sharply criticised as 
bearing too heavily upon the small 
incomes, the Senate gave up its 
usual Saturday afternoon recess to 
settle the controversial issue. 

The only dent made in the com- 
mittee program came when a mo- 
tion by Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, to exempt those receiv- 
ing less than $1000 was approved, 
34 to 29. 

Hopes for prompt passage of the 
economy measure grew as the Sen- 
ate backed up its cOmmittee on the 
pay cut provision.

000,000 saving contemplated by the 
committee’s program is bound up 
in the horizontal 10 per cent slash. 
The Senate estimated that it lost 
only about $4,000,000 from the sav- 
ing the reduction would produce by 
voting the Tydings amendment. 

The Senate action contrasted 
with that of the House, which vot- 
ed an 11 per cent reduction on sal- 
aries above $2500. The House pro- 
vision was estimated to save only 
$9,000,000 compared with the 
$117,000,000 represented in the 
Senate’s slash.

Davila, Ex-Ambassador to 
U. S., Seizes Palace, Pro- 
claims Socialism, Anti- 
Foreign Policy. 


SANTIAGO STREET 
FIGHT, 3 KILLED 


Only One Clash—President 
Montero Refuses to Re- 
sign — General _ Strike 
Threatened,

SANTIAGO, Chile, June 4. — A 
Revolutionary governmént, headed 
by a militar, junta, was set up in 
Chile tonight after army support- 
ers Of Carlos Da.ila, former Am- 
bassador to Washington, took pos- 
session of the presidential palace. 

The junta, composed of Senor 
Davila, Col. Marmaduke Grove, 


Gen, Puga and Bugenio Matte, was 
expected to proclaim a Socialist 
Republic, anti-foreign in adminis- 
tration, but free, the Rebels said, 
from “Russian Sovietism.”’ 

President Juan <steban Montero 
left the palace for an unannounced 
destination after the coup, which 
was bloodless except for the killing 
of three persons and wounding of 
60 in a riot near the palace. 

It was authoritatively reported 
that President Montero ‘ad not 
resigned or yielded the presidential 
power to thegjunta. 

Huge crowds formed around the 
palace when soldiers led by Col. 
Grove descended upon it were non- 
plussed by the coup. 

Air Force Leads ievolt. 

The entire -Chitear “air force, 
backed by at least the moral sup- 
port of the army and navy, took 
part in the revolt. President Mon- 
tero was understood to have gone 
to his private residence. 

In view of President Montero’s 
refusal to resign, some foreign 
diplomats doubted that the United 
States anu other countries would 
recognize the new government. 
There was ~ome talk that a gen- 
eral strike might dislodge the j---‘a 
from power. 

The capitol was undefended, a 
‘“‘neutral” army and carabineers of- 
fering no resistance, when the rev- 
olutionaries stormed the palace 
at 6:30 p. m. They included-army 
air and infantry forces, who came 
from the rebel headquarters at the 
El Bosque Airport afoot and in 
busses. 


“Disguise for Dictatorship.” 

Although the leaders announced 
they would proclaim a Socialist re- 
public under Senor “avila, in ac- 
cordance with an ideal long held 
by him, some civilian leaders said 
it was a mere disguise for a mili- 
tary dictatorship. 

The civilian leaders said they 
planned to fulfill threats of a com- 
plete general strike immediately, 
embracing every civilian activity. 

The rebels twice refused to re- 
ceive former President Arturo 
Alessandri, political opponent of 
President Montero, to discuss a re- 
organization of the Cabinet which 
was Offered them as a compromise. 

They demanded that President 
Montero retire in favor of Senor 
Davila. Otherwise, they said, they 
would fight to a finish. 

The Foreign Diplomatic Cops, 
considering the situation grave, met 
and discussed the protection 
their nationals. 

Excited Civilian Fires Pistol. 

The nation’s 18,000 military pe- 
lice had been mobilized to deal 
with the movement. Rioting in 
Boulevard Alameda broke out 
when an excited civilian fired into 
a group of Communists who were 
arguing with a policeman. There- 
upon the police opened fire. This 
resulted in the only casualties of 
the revolution. 

Naval aviation bases along. the 
seacoast, including that at Quin- 
tero, near Valparaiso, joined in the 
revolt, while the Government tried 
vainly to prevent further defec- 
tions of neutral garrisons in Santi- 
ago, numbering 5000 men. 

Former President Alessandri was 
prepared to promise that Senor 


Davila would be Minister of Inter-] 


ior in a new cabinet, if the rebels 
would co-operate in the Govern- 
ment’s reorganization. 

Envoys of the rebels met him at 
the outskirts of Santiago, however, 
and said. that. his mission to El 
Bosque would be futile. t. 

Manifesto Iasued. 

An unsigned. manifésto. . issued 
from the revolutionary headquar- 
ters at El Bosque Airport said: 

“The country’s chaos results 
from woral and economic bank- 
ruptcy. ~ _ | 

“We propose to replace the re- 
actionary regime, which has served 
only insatiable foreign capital. We

liam A. Gray, counsel for the Sen- 


ate Banking- and Currency Com-| | 


mittee, finished reconstructing to- 
day his picture of high officials 
of the National City Bank and the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Co. 
manipulating the 1929 copper se- 
curities market for the benefit of 


themselves and their organizations. 

The principal witness today was 
John D. Ryan, chairman of the 
board of the Anaconda Co., who, 
under Gray’s questioning, testified 
that tre United Metals Selling Co., 
an Anaconda financial subsidiary, 
balanced” the prices of four cop- 
per securities in 1929, and disclosed 
that he, H. F. Guggenheim, Cor- 
nelius F. Kelly and W. E. Thorn- 
ton accumulated large blocks of 
copper securities which were later 
converted at a profit into Anaconda 
shares. 

Ryan is also a member of the 
board of the National City Bank, 
Kelly was the president of the Ana- 
conda Co.; Thornton was president 
of the Greene-Cananea Copper Co., 
whose securities were acquired by 
Anaconda, and Guggenheim was a 
large holder of Chile Copper Co. 
securities, which were later con- 
verted into Anaconda shares. 

Bank Sold Million Shares. 

Ryans’ testimony supplemented 
that given Friday by Charles E. 
Mitchell, chairman of the National 
City Bank, who described how the 
National City Company, a “part” 
of the bank, sold more than a mil- 
lion shares of Anaconda to the 
public in 1929, shortly after three 
directors of the bank had lost mil- 
lions in the “big’’ Anaconda pool. 

During the two days’ hearing 
Gray presented circumstantial evi- 
dence to show that officials of the 
National City Bank and the Ana- 
conda company used their “inside 


information” about the copper 
company’s plans to make large 
personal profits. He calculated 


that the American investment pub- 
lic bought $167,000,000 worth of 
Anaconda stocks through the Na- 
tional City. The stock today is 
worth about $5,0C0,000. 

Today's investigation centered 
around Ryan’s management of the 
United Metals Selling Co., and his 
operation of two pools which accu- 
mulated securities of the Chile 
Copper Co, and the Greene-Ca- 
nanea Co., before it was an- 
nounced to the public that these 
securities could be converted into 
Anaconda stock. 

Gray charged that thé selling 
company had “inside information” 
about the proposed conversion of 
the securities and that it made a 
profit on its 1929 copper opera- 
tions of $1,063,000. 

Refuses to Give Details. 

Ryan admitted that the selling, 
company “balanced” the market in 
four copper secvrities, and said 
that whatever profit the company 
made on the copper transactions 
wre turned over to the Anaconda 
company. He said it was necessa- 
ry to “stabilize” the market to 
facilitate the conversion program. 
He refused to divulge the details of 
his operations, 

Gray aiso contended that Ryan, 
Kelly and Guggenheim began ac- 
cumulating Chile copper securities 
in December, 1928, and continued 
their operations into January, 
1929. In January they announced 
to the public that Chile securities 
could be exchanged for Anaconda 
stocks. Gray declared that Gug- 
genheim, who was one of the prin- 
cipal stockholders in the. Chile 
company, made an actual profit of 
$440,000. 
the pool did not sell their stocks, 
but Gray contended that they had. 
made a paper profit of $880,000. -

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HAWAIIANS LAY: TIDAL WAVES: | 
TO PAIR'S DEATH IN VOLCANO 


Indication, They Say, of Goddess 
Pele’s Resentmént at Youth’s 
Leap With Girl Into Crater.

HILO, Hawaii, June 4. — Tidal 
waves which swept the mouth of 
the Walloa River and Loker Kuhio 
Bay yesterday were an indication 
of the resentment of the Goddess 
Pele at the leap of a Portuguese 
youth with his sweetheart'’s body 
into the volcano, the goddess’ tra- 
ditional home, Hawaiian natives 
said today: They expressed fear 
that the tragedy which ended the 
lives of Sylvester Nunes, 20 years 
olu, and Margaret Enos, 17, may 
make Pele send a mighty volcanic 
eruption by way of revenge. 

Nunes apparently leaped into the 
vast crater Wednesday with the 
body of the girl who had spurned 
his love. A note he left said he 
had shot her to death before the 
lea». The bodies have been located 
on a hillock 900 feet below the rim 
of the deep firepit and only 50 
feet: from the restless molten lava 
smoldering at the bottom of the 
crater. 

Volunteers have offered to de-. 
scend into the crater to recover 
the bodies if some way can be 
found to lower them over its crum- 
bling but precipitous sides. If this 
proves impossible, a funeral service 
on the rim of the pit is planned, 
after which dynamite will be used 
to start an avalanche to cover the 
bodies. 

Ancient Hawaiians did not hurl 
human sacrifices into the great pit, 
known to the Hawaiians as Hale- 
maumau, to appease the fire god- | 
dess. Only the ‘bodies of those 
of noble birth were eligible to be 
offered to Pele.

Since It Fought ‘‘Doles,”’ 
Finds Objections to Two 

_ Measures Offered.

WASHINGTON, June 4—The 
attempt to provide relief for the 
needy and jobless of the United 
States will be renewed in Congress 
early next week, after a three 
months’ interval which succeeded 


the defeat of the La Follette-Costi- 


gan relief bill by the Senate. 
During that interval, according 

to estimates of the American Fed- 

eration of Labor, about 300,000 


persons have been added to the’ 


army of unemployed, bringing the 
total to more than 10,500,000—-ap- 
proximately one-fifth of all those 
normally employed. 

The administration's relief bill, 
drafted by Secretary of Treasury 
Mills and introduced today by Sen- 
ator Barbour (Rep.), New Jersey, 
is the third major proposal to come 
before Congress. The others are 
the Garner measure, drafted by the 
Speaker of the House, and sched- 
uled to pass the House Tuesday, and 
the Wagner bill, drawn by the New 
York Senator, which probably will 
be reported next week by the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. 

Garner and Wagner Bills. 

Although the Garner and Wagner 
bills differ in important respects, 
members of Congress are confident 
that it would be possible to arrive 
at a compromise which would be 
acceptable to the supporters of 
each. On the other hand, the ad- 
ministration is violently opposed to 
both, and its own bill is of such a 
radically different character that 
agreement seems out of the ques- 
tion. Feeling between Congress 
and the White House was intensi- 
fied by President Hoover's state- 
ment agsailing the Garner meagure 
as “pork barrel législation.’’ 


Under the Speaker's bill, the 
Federal Government would donate 
$100,000,000 to the states te be 
used for the relief of suffering, up- 
on certification by the respective 
Governors that the need exists and 
cannot be met by local resources. 
It would place another $1,000,0006,- 
000 at the dispésal of the rcecon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
be loaned for the construction of 
productive projects, and it weuld 
provide $1,320,000,000 for the con- 
struction of Federal projects al- 
ready authorized by Congress. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration would be authorized to 
raise its share of the money by 
further issuance of its own secur- 
ities. The remainder would be 
age by a Federal tax on gaso- 

ne. 

Where the Plans Differ. 

_ Senator Wagner's plan differs 
from that of Garner mainly in the 
fact that it would provide a larger 
fund for immediate relief, a much 
smaller sum for public buildings, 
and would require no additional 
taxes beyond those nectssary to 
mect interest and sinking fund 
Payments on a $500,000,000 bond 
issue. 

It would appropriate $306,000,- 
000 to be loanéd to states for the 
relief of suffering. The money 
would be apportioned to the states 
by the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, in proportion to pepula- 
tion and the extent of the need, 
as certified by the Governors. The 
States would either provide for re- 
Payment of the money, or it would 
be deducted from their Federal 
highway aid allotments beginning 
in 1938, at the rate Of one-fifth 
each year. 

The Administration opposes oné 
feature of this provision. It in- 
sists that the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation be empowered 
to ascertain whether the Governors 
have certified aecurately to the 
needs of their Statés. 

Aid to Farmers Contemplated. 

The Wagner méagure would ex- 
pand the capitel of the Corpora- 
tion and empower it to lend a to. 
tal of $1,460,000,000 for the cen- 
struction of “self-liquidating” or 
revenue-producing projects, such as 
tunnels, bridges, docks and water: 
works. Such loans would be éx- 
tended to private and limited-divi- 
Gend cerporations, as well as to 
states, municipalities and other 
public agéncies. Borrowers would 
be required to ptovidé in their 
plans for repayment of the loans. 

Aid to farmers also is contém- 
Plated by placing $40,000,000 at 
the disposition of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, for loans to finance 
thé export of agricultural products. 
Such loans normélly run for long- 
er periods than commercial banks 
aré willing to grant. 

One of the most impertant séc- 
tions of the bill, and one to which 
the Administration is vigorously 

-osed, would provide for a $§00,- 

,006 issue of 20-year bonds, the 
proceeds of which would bé applied 
to the construction of . Federal 
buildings and other Government 
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authorized, planned and allocated. 
Senator Wagner, replying to a 
statement by Sercetary Mills that 
this expenditure would “unbalance 
the budget,”’ pointed out today that 
the bill actually would cut $190,- 
000,000 out of the new budget, by 
removing public works appropria- 
tions from the regular appropria- 
tion bills and including them 
among the projects to be financed 
by the proposed bond issue. 
“Pork Barrel Legislation.” 

As to the President's criticism of 
“pork barrel legislation,”” Wagner 
said it could not apply to his meas- 
ure, since the public works to be 
constructed under it would be se- 
lected by. the respective cabinet 
members from among projects al- 
ready authorized by Congress and 
allocated by the cabinet members 
having authority overthem. Thus, 
in providing $100,000,000 for the 
construction. of postoffice buildings 
to replace private buildings for 
which the Government is now pay- 
ing $18,000,000 a year in rent, the 
bill authorizes the Treasury and 
the Postoffice Department to des- 
ignate where they shall be erected. 
From the $500,000,000 provided 
for public construction, $132,000,- 
000 would be advanced to the states 
as loans to be used by them in 
matching Federal aid funds which 
are now available but which inany 
of the states are unable to obtain 
because they @annot match them 
with State funds. The advances 
would be deducted subsequently 
from the regular Federal aid al- 
lotments. 


An important item in the public 
works séction is that to provide 
$45,000,000 for river, harbor and 
flood control projects already au- 
thorized by Congress. The sum 
would be added to the appropria- 
tion of $90,000,000 provided for 
those purposes in. pending appro- 
priation bills. 


The Administration Measure. 
The administration bill, intro- 
duced today by Barbour, would 
simply amend the law creating the 
Reconstruction Finance  Corpora- 
tion so as to place at its disposal 
$1,500,000,000 in additional funds, 
of which $300,000,000 would - be 
loaned to the states for emergency 
relief, and the remainder loaned 
to public and private agencies for 
the construction of income-produc- 
ing projects. 

The décision of the administra- 
tion to support relief loans to the 
states was a remarkable reversal 
of its earlier attitude. During the 
last session of Congress, and again 
during the fight over the La Fol- 
lette-Costigan bill, President Hoo- 
ver and Cabinet members repeat- 
edly denounced such proposa's as 
“doles,” and insisted that rélief 
must be provided by local and pri- 
vate agencies. 


House to Pass Garner Bill. 

The Garner bill will be cg@lled up 
Tuesday, its passage insured by the 
action of House Democrats in cau- 
cus last night, fn binding them- 
sélves to vote for it. Moréover, it 
will be supported by Republican 
Progressives there. It is also pos- 
sible that the Senate may act on 
the Wagnér bill before the end of 
the week. 
Whether President Hoover woyld 
veto a bill which represented a 
compromise between the Garner 
and the Wagner proposals is not 
known. To sign it might be em- 
barrassing, in view of his récent 
criticism. _ On the other hand, a 
veto might end all pogsibility of 
of relief during this session of Con- 
* gress. 

Five Missourians Object. 
After staying away from ~- the 
House Democratic caucus on the 
Garner relief. bill, five Migsouri 
Democratic representatives, Logier, 
Fulbright, Romjue, Nelson and 
Cannon, announced tonight that 
they would not be boynd by the 
decision. of the conference.

A Gelegation of Chicago teachers 
presented the city’s case and urged 
legislation that would permit Fed- 
eral loans to cities against the 
value of school properties. 

Charles B. Stillman, leader of 
the delegation, said Chicago needed 
$20,000,000 to pay the teachers 
their back salaries and $25,000,000 
to secure a stable footing for next 
year. 

The situation in Chicago, Still- 
man said, had “grave national as- 
pécts.”’ 

Direct Federal} loans to scaools 
were opposed in testimony by Sen- 
ator Lewis (Dem.), Illinois. He 
suggested as an alternative, the 
lending to the states from the Re- 
construction Corporation, with pro- 
Visions for passing the {funds 
along to the local units. He con- 
tended that if the Government iends 
directly to the public schools, “the 
next step will be to control them.” 

Citing the resolution he intro- 
duced yesterday, seeking to author- 
ize loans to the states from the cor- 
poration, Lewis outlined a discus- 
sion over that with Président Hoo- 
ver. Mr. Hoover and Eugene 
Meyer, chairman of the Revon- 
struction Corporation Board, Lewis 
said, “were very frank in denounc- 
ing my view.” 

Senator Glenn (Mep.), Illinois, 
told the committee the funds of 
the Governor’s Reliéf Committee in 
his State would be immediately ex- 
hausted and advocated Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation leans for relief. 

Meanwhile, Speaker Garner no- 
tified Mayor Murphy of Detroit 
that he and the party leaders in 
the Housé—-Representatives Rainey 
and Snell—would be glad to re- 
céive a petition from a committee 
oe Mayors, Tuesday, for Federal 
aid.

| Necessary Than Ever.

GENEVA, June 4.--The League 
of Nations Financial Committee, 
expressing alarm at what it called 
the growing gravity of the world’s 
financial, industrial and commer- 
cial situation, declared tonight that 
a “courageous program” of inter- 
national economic co-operation was 
more necessary than ever. 

The value of international trade 
was probably less than half of 
what it was two years ago, the 
numbér of unemployed had more 
than doubled and the crisis was 
becoming worse dally, said a re- 
port issued by the committee. 
Nationa! “restrictive and obstruc- 
tive” measures rapidly were strang- 
ling ‘international commerce, the 
report added. 

“The purpose. of most commer- 
cial treaties concluded today ap- 
pears to be to sanction and ad- 
vance the right of reciprocal in- 
jury,” it said. 

- Little remains of the equal treat- 
ment guaranteed under the most- 
favored nation clause, the commit- 
tee reported. It said it considered 
the “contingent gystem” expedient 
and permissible only under excep- 
tional circumstances. 

The British-American negotia- 
tions for a world economic confer- 
ence were hailed hopefully by the 
committee. Echoing the annual 
report of the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements, it said that only 
concerted international] action could 
be expected to bring commercial 
and financial recovery. 

A definite settlement of the rep- 
arations problem was greatly to be 
desired at the conference which 
will meet in Lausanne this month, 
the report added. 

It gave the following figures on 
the shrinkage of international trade 
between 1929 and 1931: United 
States, 63 per cent; Germany, 49 
per cent; Spain, 70 per cent; 
France, 51 per cent; Great Britain, 
45 per cent; Italy, 46 per cent. 
The total world trade was $31,- 
000,000,000 in.1929, the report said, 
and $18,000,000,000 in 1931, while 
figures to date indicate a total 
world trade of only $15,000,000,000 
in 1932.

909,000. Ryan declared that buy- 
ing for the Greene-Cananea  ac- 
count had stopped months before 
the conversion plan was completed. 
He admitted, however, that the 
conversion plan had been dis- 
cussed, but volunteered the infor- 
mation that no one knew when 
the buying of Greene-Cananea se- 
curities stopped what the conver- 
sion ratio with Anaconda would be. 
None of the participants in the 
Greene-Cananea pool disposed of 
their converted stock at the time 
and no cash profit was made. 

While Ryan testified, Kelly sat 
at his left and prompted his an- 
swers. At one time, when he 
thought Gray’s questions were em- 
barrassing his associate, he inter- 
rupted the testimony to say that 
the counsel was “riding’’ the wit- 
ness. This annoyed Chairman Nor- 
beck, who said that Gray should 
put Kelly on the stand to make 
him answer some questions. Sen- 
ator Goldsborough (Rep.), Mary- 
land, pointed out that Kelly was 
allowed to prompt the witness only 
as a matter of committee cour- 


tesy. Kelly said that he was will- 
ing to take the stand. He was not 
called. 


Reconstructing the testimony of 
Mitchell yesterday and of Kyan 
today, Gray said that the opera- 
tions of the National City, the Ana- 
conda and the United Metals selling 
companies were typical examples 
of how the market had been 
“rigged”’ in 1929 to induce the in- 
vesting public to buy stocks. 

The activitiés of the selling com- 
pany, he pointed out, were directed 
by Ryan, its president, who was 
chairman of the board of Anaconda 
and a member of the National City 
Bank. The selling company, he 
said, was in a position to know 
when to buy and when to sell. On 
Jan. 1, 1929, it had approximately 
40,000 shares of Anaconda, and on 
Oct. 1, when the conversion plans 
were under way, it had more than 
202,000 shares. 

At the same time United Metals 
was acquiring stock, the National 
City Co., to use Gray’s phrase, was 
conducting its “high pressure cam- 
paign”’ to sell stock to the public. 
Gray also pointed out that the 
selling company gave options to 
the National City Co. for 100,000 
shares of Anaconda. 

At yesterday’s session, Mitchell 
said that he had been surprised 
that Percy A. Rockefeller, James 
A. Stillman and Lee Alwéll, all 
members of the board of the Na- 
tional City Bank, had been mem- 
bers of the “big’’ Anaconda ovool. 
Under sharp questioning by Sen- 
ator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, he 
finally agreed that “in the light of 
present experience’ it was not 
“proper” for bank officials to par- 
ticipate in pools when the bank it- 
self was selling the same stock. 
The Rockefeller - Stillman - Alwell 
pool had no direct connection with 
the two pools Ryan formed.

Ryan Denies He and Anaconda Man 
Profited by Inside Information. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 4.—John D. 
Ryan, chairman of the Anaconda 
Copper Co., in a statement tonight 


denied a charge made by William 
A. Gray in Washington that he and 
other high officials of copper com- 
panies used “inside information” 
for personal profit. 

Ryan was a witness before the 
Senate Banking Committee of 
which Gray is counsel. 

He said Gray’s charges and im- 
plications were ‘‘unsupported by 
facts.” Referring to charges made 
by Gray on the Greene-Cananea 
stock account, Ryan said this ac- 
count was started in December, 
1928, and closed in March, 1929. 
During that period, he said, neither 
he nor any official of Anaconda 
held any official position in the 
Greene-Cananea Co. 

“The Anaconda was a small 
stockholder holding not more than 
12 per cent,” Ryan said. ‘There 
were no negotiations of any kind 
between the Ana@onda and _ the 
Greene-Cananea during this period. 
The offer to the Greene-Cananea 
stockholders was not made before 
June, 1929.”’ 

Ryan also denied charges that 
he had profited by advance knowl- 
edge of what was to occur between 
the Anaconda and the Chile Cop- 
per Co. minority stockholders. 

“Negotiations between the Ana- 
conda company and Daniel Gug- 
genheim representing the largest 
interest among the minority stock- 
holders of Chile had been in prog- 
ress a number of months,” he said. 

“The purpose of the account was 
to equalize the terms between the 
two parties as these terms might 
be later on defined and developed 
and from that point on have been 
developed to an arbitrage basis 
for the benefit of both groups of 
stockholders, safeguarding the in- 
terests of the participating parties.”

Arts of Washington Univers#tty who 
has made the most progress and 
has excelled in application, schol- 
arship and achievement. 

Prof. Edmund H. Wuerpel, di- 
rector of the school, presented the 
medal to Quen Friday afternoon at 
the closing exercises of the art 
school. It was gratefully received, 
for it is not only a trinket of gold 
which he may possess for a year, 


but it carries with it a year’s schol- 
arship. The latter feature means 
that Quen will return to continue 
his studies, for the depression has 
hit the Chinese restaurants, too, 
and there had been some doubt of 
his ability to finance another year 
of study.

IN MURDER CASE 


Arrest of Frank J. Egan 
Ordered in San Francisco 
After Convict Confesses 
Killing Widow.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—Ar- 


rest of Frank J. Egan, suspended 
public defender, was ordered to- 


night after. police announced Verne 
Doran, his former chauffeur, had 
agreed to,tell a grand jury what 
he knew of the death of Mrs. Jessie 
Scott. Hughes. 

Doran was quoted by police as 
confessing he and Albert Tinnin, 
former process server for the pub- 
lic defender, had killed Mrs. Hughes 
and as stating: “Frank Egan told 
us.to do it.” 

Mrs. Hughes, a wealthy widow, 
was found dead in a street near 
her home April 29, the apparent 
victim of a motor car accident. 

Detectives have quoted Egan as 
saying he was the beneficiary of 
Mrs. Hughes’ will and life insur- 
ance policies. She was his friend 
and client. Both Egan and Doran 
declined to testify at the inquest. 

Doran's attorney, Walter McGov- 
ern, admitted his client, now a San 
Quentin prison convict as a result 
of recent revocation of a robbery 
sentence probation, had agreed to 
tell what he knew. He said Do- 
ran’s mother, Mrs. Ora Carpenter, 
had accepted assurances of partial 
immunity for her son and had 
urged him to break his silence, 

Confession Given Out. 

Doran’s alleged confession, as re- 
leased by police, was: 

“Albert Tinnin and I killed Mrs. 
Hughes. Frank Egan told us to 
do it. He arranged for us to get 
into her house by going out there 
that Friday afternoon and telling 
her that two friends of his were 
coming out and for her to let us 
in. We went out about 7 o'clock. 
She let us in. 

“We hit her over the head and 
knocked her out. Then we took 
her body into the garage. Our 
car was standing outside. We drove 
the car into the garage over her 
body. Then we backed out part 
of the way and threw her body 
into the back seat. 

“We circled around Kanwood 
Way until we thought nobody was 
in sight. Then we drew up to the 
curb and let her body slide out 
against the curb. Then we beat 
it at high speed. The following 
Monday Frank Egan called me up 
at my home, told me things were 
getting hot and told me to beat it.” 

Immediately after police an- 
nounced the alleged confession, the 
grand jury was called together. 

Mysterious Message Received. 

One night soon after the body 
was found, Captain of Inspectors 
Charles Dullea received a telephone 
call, suggosedly from Egan, in 
which the public defender was 
quoted as declaring he was ino- 
cent and was in danger. He was 
discovered four days later in a pri- 
vate sanitorium, where he was be- 
ing treated for a nervous break- 
down. 

Egan declined to produce Mrs. 
Hughes’ will and insurance policies 
at the Coroner’s inquest.

Missouri’s Criminal Law System 
Anachronism, Says Angry Judge

A. G. Knight, Indignant at Hung Jury in Mur- 
der Case at Bethany, Declares ‘We May 
as Well Have Anarchy.’

BETHANY, Mo., June 4.—In- 
dignant over the failure of a jury 
to reach a verdict in the case of 


Darryl Hillyard, charged with 
murder, Circuit Judge A. G. 
Knight discharged the jury and 


declared there had been a “mis- 
carriage of justice.” 

The State announced that Hill- 
yard would be put on trial again. 

“T am humiliated,” said the 
Judge onthe bench. “I have al- 
ways been a strong advecate of 
the jury system, and am yet. I 
have always believed the judgment 
of 12 men is better than the judg- 
ment of one. But in this case the 
jury had only to apply the admit- 
ted facts and there could have 
been but one result. Thies is a mis- 
carriage of justice. It is an exam- 
ple of what is bringing the judicial 
system into disrepute. 

“I am curious to know what ar- 
gsument could be put forward to 
ir. uce men to vote not guilty. I 
know that jurors are unused to 
separating wheat from chaff in le- 
gal argument and _ evidence, but 
here was a clear case. 

“This case has had a.-harmful 
effect on the public. Many school 
children attended the trial. The 
youth of this land are taught that 
it is all right to lend your car to 
a man who is going out to rob. 
That’s all right, it seems, and the 
victim in this case was just a de- 
fenseless old woman murdered in 
cold blood.” 

Judge Knight declarec the ad- 
ministratio. of criminal law in 
Missouri is an anachronism. 


“Administration of criminal law 
is behind the times,’ he said. “It 
need: revision. In these days of 
racketeering, kidnaping, of mur-} 
der, of robbery, if the people do 
nt rise to the importance of it, 
we may as well have anarchy. I 
hope I may never again in this 
county, or in this district, or in this 
State, see or hear of anything like 
this again.” 

Judge Knight is 69 years old. 
He was born int Northwest Missouri 
and was educated at Trenton, Mo., 
and the University of Missouri. He 
served as Prosecuting Attorney of 
Grundy County from 1887to 1891. 
His term expires Jan. 1, 1935. He 
is a Republican. 

Hillyard, 24 years old, was tried 
for the murder of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Morrow, 70. Hillyard confessed 
shortly after his arrest. The con- 
fession was the chief evidence 
against him, and it was admitted 
by Judge Knight, although Hill- 
yard repudiated part of it in court, 
declaring he had been forced to 
make it through mistreatment by 
officers. In this statement Hill- 
yard said he had lent his automo- 
bile to Walter (Red) Shepard to 
use in a robbery. Shepard awaits 
trial n a charge of murder in the 
death of Mrs. Morrow. 

Hillyard said that Shepard told 
him two days after the robbery 
that he feared he had slain the 
woman. Shepard was quoted as 
saying he had tied the woman’s 
hands, then robbed her of about 
$900. 

Mrs. Morrow had been dead sev- 
eral days when her body was dis- 
covered.

House to Vote on Soldiers’ Bonus: 
June 13, If in Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—A roll 
call vote in the House June 13 on 
the soldiers’ bonus, unless adjaurn- 
ment intervenes, was assured to- 
night while 1728 veterans here 
from every State in the Union to 
urge cash payment faced a food 
crisis. A House petition to force a 
vote received its one hundred and 
forty-fifth signatur«, the total 
necessary before a roll call could 
be demanded. However, there is 
a strong possibility that the House 
will not be in session June 13. 

In the meantime, metropolitan 
police said they had funds suf- 
ficient to feed the bonus march- 
ers now in the district for only 
2& more hours. They estimated 
that their supplies would be ex- 
hausted by Sunday night if 1000 
more veterans en route to Wash- 
ington arrive on schedule. : 

From the ranks of the veterans 
already here a legislative steering 
committee was appointed today. 

Edict on Food Delivered. 

General Glassford delivered to 
the leaders in person his edict that 
food would not.be forthcoming 
after June 8. The veterans have 
repeatedly said they would stay un- 
til the bonus is paid. 

“What r-intend to do,” he told 
George Alman of Oregon “is to 
furnish you with trucks and sup- 
plies on the morning of June 9, 
and transport you out of town not 
more than 50 miles, and arrange 
with the Governors of the _ sur- 
rounding States to pick you up 
where we leave you.” 

“You realize that by the eighth 
of June there will be a hell of a 
lot of men here, don’t you?” Alman 
retorted. 

“Sure I do. But I want your 
co-operation and the co-operation 
of your men toward getting all of 
you out of town. If you won't 
go, I'm not making any threats. I 
shall simply close up these quar- 
ters and discontinue furnishing 
food. The people of the district no 
longer feel they should feed you 
men.” 

Police Leave Cancelled. 


All police leave has been can- 
celled for next week. Fort Myer 
officials denied reports in War 
Department circles that leave had 
been cancelled at the post. The 
fort is on the Virginia side of the 
river. 

A prediction that the vote on 
the motion to bring the bonus issue 
to the floor of the House would be 
‘very close” was made by Repre- 
sentative Rainey, Democratic lead- 
er 


Representative Patman, author of 
the cash bonus proposal, said: 
“When the proposal is well under- 
stood, the opposition will be con- 
fined principally to the large bank- 
ers who believe that the credit of 
the nation shall only be used when 
they get interest on it; those few 
bankers have almost made a racket 
out of the use of the Government’s 
credit.” 

“Not a Dollar,” Says Borah. 

The bonus march was denounced 
by Senator Borah. “Not a dollar 
for the veterans as long as they 
remain in Washington,” the Idaho 


Senator.said. “I will not vote for 
the soldiers’ bonus bill, and, even if 
I had been for the passage of such 
a bill, I would be against it now 
with these vetérans in Washington, 
peeking by their bodily presence 
and numbers, amounting to force, 
to compel Congress to pass this 
legislation. Nor will I vote a dol- 
lar for them for any purpose while 
they remain in the national cap- 
ital.” 

Senator Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, reiterated opposition to a 
soldiers’ bonus at a time when the 
Federal Treasury is facing a deficit, 


Marchers Demand Free Rides From 
Newark to Washington. 
By ths Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., June 4.—Sev- 
eral hundred bonus marchers from 
New York marched to the Market 
Street Station of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad this afternoon and waited 
while a spokesman demanded of 
Edward Force, chief ticket agent, 
free transportation to Washington. 
There were nearly 700 in the group 
at the station. 

Tne marchers reached Newark 
by way of Jersey City, where free 
transportation was given them to 
Brill's Station in the Jersey Mead- 
ows. They' marched from Brill’s 
to Newark. 


Bonus Marchers Throw Two Com- 
munists Off Train. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 4.—Bo- 
nus marchers from Oklahoma en 
route to Washington don’t want 
any Communists trailing aléng, so 
they threw two off a freight train 
between Little Rock and Memphis 
today. 

O. N. Crawford of Oklahoma 
City, spokesman for the marchers, 
said, ‘We are hungry and need the 
bonus, but we don't need any advice 
from Russia on how to get it.” 


BLACKSBURG, 8. C., June 4.— 
Two hundred bonus marchers were 
northward bound on a Southern 
Railway freight train until railway 
officials here this afternoon stopped 
the train on which the veterans 
were going to Washington. 

The engine and cab were cut off 
and sent on to Charlotte. The re- 
mainder of the cars were left on 
the tracks.

CALL CONFERENGE 
ONDRY LAW PLANK 


This Year to Meet With 
J. R. Garfield in Charge 
of Platform. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4. — The 
Republican Old Guard in the Sen- 
ate determined today to go to work 
on the prohibition issue facing the 
National Convention and a meet- 
ing with James R. Garfield was 
called for tomorrow. 

Senator Moses, New Hampshire, 
arranged the conference with the 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee and invited a dozen. Sen- 
ators slated to be delegates to the 
National Convention to sit in to- 
morrow at the conference. The 
move, originally planned as secret, : 
followed a day of developments 
and no conclusions on.the task of 


framing the prohibition declara- 
tion. 

Garfield called early in the day 
on Senator Borah. Ldéter Borah 
was asked if he had any plans in 
mind in event the prohibition dec- 
laration was not satisfactory to 
him. ~ Smiling, he replied he had 
some “very definite” plans under 
consideration. :

- Seabury, New York Investigator 


Declares Present Economic Depression Shows 
Why People Should Take More Interest 


in Public Affairs. - 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Pa., June 4. — 
“Some of our great cities have been 
bled white by unscrupulous graft- 
ers,” Samuel Seabury, counsél for 
the Hofstadter Legislative Commit- 
tee investigating New York City 
affairs, told the graduating class of 


Washington and Jefferson College 
today. 

Honorary degrees of doctor of 
laws were conferred on Seabury 
and James G. Biaine of New York. 

Seabury urged the students to 
take an intelligent interest in pub- 
lic affairs, He said “The alarming 
financial condition of some of our 
great municipalities” and the pres- 
ent economic depression should 
convince thé people that they must 
take such interest, “or pay the 
penalty which comes from their 
mal-administration.’’ 

“This penalty they now suffer 
because of their indifference,” he 
said. “Some of our great cities 
have been bled white by unscrupu- 
lous grafters, who have filled with 
ill-gotten gains their tin boxes and 
the safes which they keep in their 
homes, while the public have man- 
ifested their indifference, and in- 
duiged in a feeling of helplessness 
to remedy the situation.” 

He made no direct reference to 
the New York City investigation 
except to praise the men who have 
aided him. 


Pilea for Public Service. 

“Whatever the particular voca- 
tion which you may severally se- 
lect,” he said, “do not allow it to 
divert your interest from public af- 
fairs, or permit to to prevent your 
giving of your time and service to 
public matters. 

“It is not necessary for one to 
go into politics as a mbans of live- 
lihood in order to take an interest 
Indeed, the 
whole theory; of our government, 
and the only basis upon which that 


the citizenship as a whole shall 
take an intelligent interest in their 
government. 

“We have labored under the de- 
lusion that the public business 
should be left to the professional 
politicians, and have failed > ap- 
preciate that the manner in which 
public business is conducted vitally 
affects the prosperity of our whole 
people. The present economic de- 
pression form which we suffer, and 
the alarming financial condition of 
some of our great 
ought to be sufficient to convince 
even the most skeptical that our 
people must either take an intelli- 
gent interest in their public affairs 
or pay the penalty which comes 
from their maladministration. 

“This penalty they now suffer 
because of their indifference. Some 
of our great cities have been bled 
white by unscrupulous grafters, 
who have filled with ill-gotten 
gains their tin boxes and the safes 
which they keep in their homes 
while the public have manifested 
their indifference, and indulged a 
feeling of helplessness to remedy 
the situation. Public apathy opens 
the avenue of opportunity to the 
corrupt official. Experience has 
shown that such opporunities are 
not neglected. The evil conditions 
prevailing in some of the great 
municipalities of our country are 
nation-wide in their ill effects. 

“T urge you to an interest in 
public affairs. Do not conclude 
that because politics is sometimes 
corrupt, that therefore you | will 
have nothing to do with it. The 
fact that it is sometimes corrupt 
is not’a reason why you should 
desert. On the contrary. it is a 
reason why you should do battle 
with thése forces df evil. ; 

Debt to the Country. 

“The education and _ training 
which you -have received have 
given you an advantage @hich you 
owe it to your country to employ 
in its service. There is no way in 
which you can use to better ad- 
vantage than education and train- 
ing. What I want to emphasize as 
strongly as I can, is that each and 
every one of you owe it to your 
country to take part in some 
measure in its public affairs. To 
do so, requires sacrifice and a wil- 
lingness to do battle with corrupt 
forces who are enriching them- 
selves at the expense of a public 
whom they pretend to serve. 

“These forces are powerful and 
as unscrupulous as they are pow~ 
erful. If You attempt to render this 
service, you must not be deterred 
by personal attacks. The obstacles 
that will confront you in endeavor- 
ing to loospn the strangle hold 
which these forces have secured 
upon some of our great cities will 
be great. It is a-battle worthy of 
our best efforts. 

“Tt warn you to do not go into 
politics merely to secure 4 place. 
I have s¢en the character of many 
young men undermined who have 
pursued this course. They have 
allied themselves with the powers- 
that-be. In Republican consti- 
tuencies, they become Republicans. 
In Democratic ‘constituencies, they 
become Democrats. They give the 
best years of their life to the serv- | 
ice of the local political machine. 
Finally, when after many years of 
subserviencey, they are rewarded 
by the political machine giving 
them a place, their own individual | 
character has been 50 undermined 
that they are incapable of real 
public service.

I 
hope they have benefited by their 
experience. I am sure I have bene- 
fited by my association with them. 

New Faith in Colleges. 

“The contacts which I have had 
with them have served to give me 
a new faith in the work which our 
colleges and law schools are doing. 
They are turning out young men 
Who know how to think. Men who 
have ideals and vision. Men who 


will not compromise, and - whose 
evéry action is.in.harmony with 
the high ideals which actuate 
them. id 

“They have the right to look to 
older men for leadership and coun- 
sel, and: those who sustain such a 
Pelation toward them have resting 
upon them the ob n to guide, 
but not to kill or divert, the fine 
energies, enthusiasm, and ideals 
which they bring to the discharge 
of their work, my hope frankly, is 
not in the politician, nor in‘ the 
s0-called business man; who is too 
anxious to get what he wants from 
local governments, whatever the 
methods that may prevail. My hope 
—the teal hope of the country— 
is in the young manhood and wom- 
anhood of the nation, who will en- 
‘ist their efforts to secure an hon- 
est and decent administration of 
governmental affairs. ‘ 

“The situation in our municipal 
ities can only be changed by the 
advent into the arena of men and 
women who have not had their 
characters warped by cynicism; 
and who have a faith and spirit 
great enough to be willing to wun- 
dertake the task of making’ these 
conditions what they ought to be. 

“T invite you to enlist in this 
service. You may ask how you can 
do this. Let me tell you. Formu- 
late your tdea to be of service. 
Make your high resolve. Cultivate 
the spirit to be of service in this 
respect, and it will not be long be- 
fore that spirit will find embodi- 
ment in action. 


Truth Sometimes Fails. 


“The truth alone can make you 
free.

Using soap suds to cool the pis- 
ton, and circulating water to cool 
the exhaust valve, engineers in the 
Detroit laboratory of the - Ethyl

ceeded in increasing the power dut- 
put of an experimental high com. 
pression engine by a third. 

These tests, showing the need of 
greater scooling of engines to take 
full advantage of anti-knock fuels, 
forecast the direction which au- 
tomobile engine design will prob- 
ably take in the future, according 
to Earl Bartholomew, director of 
the laboratory. 

While the tests, to be useful in 
practice, require translation  :nto 
practicable engines in cars, they 
demonstrate that much can yet be 
accomplished in improving the per- 
formance of even the best present 
day engines, Bartholomew said. 

“An internally water cooled 
valve, so arranged that cooling 
water could be circulated through 
it, permitted an increase in the en- 
gine’s power output by § per cont. 
This result was obtained at the 
theoretical mixture strength for 
the same. freedom frém detonation 
on the fuel used for the test. 

“The use of soap suds as a crank 
case lubricant, in connection with 
spraying the lubricant in copious 
quantities on the under side of the 
piston, accomplished an increase of 
25 per cent in the power output 
of the engine on-the same fuel 
without detonation. A: combination 
of these two types of cooling in- 
creased by a third the power vut- 
put of this same engine at 15 to 1> 
air-fuel ratio. 

“These increaseg in power out- 
put are less pronounced when rich- 
er mixtures are used. Hence it is 
apparent that the gains due to ex- 
ceptional cooling are greater in en- 
gines which are designed to oper- 
ate most economically.

Unusual Number of Candi- 
dates Is Attributed Large- 
ly to Dearmont-Wilson 
Fight. 


At the primary election on Aug. 
2 voters will choose among 103 Re- 
56 places on the City Committee 
of each party. 

A man and a woman will be 
elected from each of the 28 wards 
for each committee. There are 57 
men and 46 women amohg the Re- 
publican aspirants and 59 men and 
45 women among the Democrats. 
In the past, for years, there has 
been comparatively little interest 
in the Democratic City Committee 
contests and usually there have 
been many more candidates for the 
Republican City Committee than 
* > the Democratic. This year, 
however, there are no spectacular 
struggies in the Republican ranks 
and only a few wards where the 
race is expected to be close. 

On the other hand, there is con- 
siderable interest among politicians 
in the campaigns for the Demo- 
cratic committee in 23 wards. 
These are direct reflections of the 
fight between Russell L. Dearmont 
and Francis M. Wilson for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor.- Supporters of the two con- 
tenders in the 23 wards are backing 
their own entries for the party 
body. 

Large Democratic Vote Expected. 

Certain Republican observers, 
usually well posted, admit private- 
ly that the Democratic vote in the 
primary may approximately equal 
the Republican, instead of being 
much smaller, as has been usual. 
It is well known that Republican 
workers have been concerned over 
whether they coul4 carry St. Louis 
in the November presidential and 
State election. 
Twenty-seven of the 28 men on 
the Democratic City Committee are 
seeking re-election. The exception 
is Fred Emig, Twenty-third Ward, 
who is running for State Repre- 
sentative. Clarence Hammond, who 
was elected to the committee from 
this ward in 1930 but resigned, is 
a candidate for it again. 

The only Democratic com mittee- 
women not seeking re-election are 
Mrs. Clara Smith, Thirteenth Ward; 
Mrs. Mary Hanlon, Sixteenth; Mrs. 
Elizabeth Coyle, whose husband is 
running for the committee, Twen- 
ty-first, and Mrs. Emelie Hollman, 
Twenty-fourth. Mrs. Maude Kauf- 
nvan, who was committeewoman 
from the Tenth, is running in the 
Thirteenth, having moved. There 
is a vacancy in the Seventeenth. 
Supporters of Wilson for Gover- 
nor assert that the Democratic 
committee members from 19 wards, 
and the committeewomen from two 
other wards, favor Wilson's candi- 
dacy.

AT BOY SCOUT CAMP 


Will Be Feature of Stay of 
First Section at the Iron- 


dale Reservation. 


A 24-hour sham battle between 
two divisions of the camp will féa- 
ture the first section of the Iron- 
dale Reservation, summer camp of 
the St. Louis Boy Scout Council, 
near Irondale, Mo., which starts 
two weeks from tomorrow. An- 
nouncement of the key event for 
each of the five sections’ of this 


year’s camp was made by Iocal 
Scout headquarters Friday. 

The second section, from July 4 
to July 18, will have as its main 
attraction a Fourth of July battle, 
ending with a fireworks display. 
The third, from July 18 to Aug. 1, 
will hold an Indian pageant. The 
fourth, from Aug. 1 to Aug. 15, will 
concentrate on pioneering projects, 
whiie the fifth and last, from Aug. 
15 to Aug. 22. will be known as the 
“Mystery Section.” 

The 24-hour sham battle, which 
has been repeated at Irondale each 
year since the camp was started, 
is conducted along the lines of an 
elaborated “Capture the Flag” 
game. The camp is divided into two 
“armies,’’ whose objective is to cap- 
ture the “enemy” flag, or else take 
as many prisoners as possible. The 
game is played over a large area 
of woodland, in which both flags, 
nailed to greased poles, are hidden. 
As its name indicates, the battle 
continues for a full 24 hours, much 
of the action consisting of raids 
during the night portion. 

Both the regular campers in the 
cabin camp and the troops camp- 
ing as units in thé six troop camps 
on the reservation will take part in 
all of these main activities. The 
troop camps are special groups, 
consisting of an Indian village, a 
tree house section, an Adirondack 
group in the old Ranger camp, a 
tepee group and cabin and tent 
units, open to troops coming to 
camp under their own adult lead- 
ers. 

In addition to the Irondale sec- 
tions, five other camps not at Iron- 
dale will be conducted by the coun- 
cil this summer. Two of these, an 
older scout camp on the Lake of 
the Ozarks, and a 200-mile canoe 
trip down the Meramec River for 
sea scoyts, will be new for § S8St. 


Louis scout campers. Two sections 


will be held at the Lake of the 
Ozarks camp, the first from July 
25 to Aug. 8 and the second from 
Aug. 8 to Aug. 22. The sea scout 
cruise probably will be held from 
July 2 to July 16. ¢ 

The remaining four camps will 
be Roving tours, or bus trips to 
Washington, D. C., Yellowstone 
Park and the Wisconsin-Michigan 
lake country. The Eastern tours 
will be held June 18 to July 2 and 
Aug. 20 to Sept. 3. The Yellow- 
stone tdur will take place from 
July 5 to July 20, and the northern 
tour from July 30 to Aug. 18.

PLANKS. ASKED 
OF BOTH PARTS 


Prohibition Board of Strat- 
egy Holds Any Resubmis- 
sion Proposal Must Be 
Taken as Wet Move. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June 4. — A 
new plea to the political parties to 
give prohibition “the full benefit 
of the safeguards and limitations 
which belong to every other pro- 
vision of the basic law” was is- 
sued today by the National Pro- 
hibition Board of Strategy. 

The board made  public—and 
sent to every delegate to the 
fourthcoming Republican and 


Democratic National Convention— | 


an expanded declaration of prin- 
ciples on which it is urging law 
enforcement planks and candidates 
for the presidental race. 

“No political party can continue 
and hold the respect and support 
of a majority of the American 
people if it surrenders principle 
on a moral issue to expediency, 
even if surrender of principle 
were to appear expedient,” the 
statement said. “The majority of 
the American electorate wilt not 
be patient with or give support to 
any party that has no deep and 
abiding conviction on r:oral issues 
or that having such conviction is 
willing to barter such conviction 
for a mess of political potage.”’ 

Recognizes Evils of Today. 

The statement recapitulated its 
interpretation of the benefits of 
prohibition, recognizing evils in 
“the lawless liquor traffic today,” 
\but commending the law which it 
said “has established a principle 
of human liberty and real freedom 
which belongs in-the class with 
slave emancipation,”,and “has torn 
the mask of respectability from the 
vintner, the brewer, the distiller, 
the retailer and wholésaler of bev- 
érage intoxicants.”’ 

The statement follows in part: 

“Recognizing the outstanding im- 
portance of this human welfare 
achievement in the new age of high 
power, high speed, high tension, in- 
terdependence and advancing s60- 
cial-mindedness; and mindful of 
the vital relationship of this fun- 
damental policy of government to 
modern civilization, we most re- 
spectfully and earnestly appeal to 
each of the major national political 
parties to include in its platform 
a plank pledging the party to the 
observance and to vigorous éen- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
mend to the Constitution and the 
laws enactéd pursuant thereto, and 
also calling upon the public offi- 
cials, state and national, effective- 
ly to enforce the laws intended to 
make that amendment fully opera- 
tive. 

Dry Candidates Demanded. 

“We also call upon each of the 
parties, in national conventions 
assembled, to nominate for the of- 
fices of President and Vice Presi- 
dent only candidates who from 
their past records, their present 
attitude and their public utter- 
ances are able to demonstrate 
their ability toequalify under the 
constitutionally prescribed presi- 
dential oath to preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of the 
United States. 

“We insist that that amendment 
shall now: have the full benefit of 
the safeguards and limitations 
which belong to every other pro- 
vision of the basic law. 

“The only method by which the 
opponents of prohibition can hope 
to secure either reveal or modifi- 
cation of the eighteenth amend- 
ment is the constitutional method 
which involves the election and 
action of Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Congress, State legisla- 
tors or members of State and na- 
tional conventions. 

Never a Major Party Issue. 

“Prohibition of the beverage al- 
cohol traffic has never been a na- 
tional major party issue. It has 
so cut across party lines that up 
to the present time there has not 
beén a sufficiently convincing rea- 
son for making it @ partisan ques- 
tion. 

“Any action such as the commit- 
ment of any party to a so-called 
resubmission of the eighteenth 
amendment, means the taking of 
that party as such out of the neu- 
tral class on the prohibition ques- 
tion and placing that party square- 
ly back of those who are seeking 
to destroy that amendment, 

“Whatever might be the result of 
the submission of a repeal amend- 
ment, neither the wets nor the drys 
would be willing to give up the 
fight. The issue would not be set- 
tled and the whole question would 
become even more involved in 
politics and more complicated than 
it is today. 

“The declaration by any political 
party for a referendum on prohi- 
bition or the submission of a repeal 
amendment is nothing moré or less 
than a declaration adopted for the 
specific purpose of attracting to its 
banners the opponents of prohibi- 
tion. Such action, cleverly veiled 
through it might be any party in 
the hope of being able to hold its 
“dry supporters while attempting to 
undermine national prohibition, in 
suggesting a sop for wet support, 
would be far more insidious and 
would more greatly deceive the 
public than if such party were to 
come out squarely against the 
amendment and demand its repeal.”

516,899 ODD JOBS FINISHED 
URING CLEANUP CAMPAIGN 


Final Reports Received From 
Schools Which Took Part in 
Two-Week Drive. 

A total of 516,899 odd jobs was 
completed during the two-week 
cleanup campaign conducted in 
St. Louis from April 18 to 30 by 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Board of Education, final reports 
received from the various public, 
parochial and Lutheran schools of 

the city showed. 

Eight of the grade schools re- 
ported more than 10,000 jobs com- 
pleted in their districts and one 
reported more than 23,000 jobs 
finished during the two weeks’ 
drive. Included in the totals war 
virtually every type of job rang- 
ing from the planting of shrubbery 
to the complete painting of build- 
ings. 

The reports showed that 40,130 
lots and yards, 22,557 basements, 
7732 attics and 9925 furnaces were 
cleaned during the campaign. 
Painting jobs completed included 
7642 houses, 14,772 walls, 14,572 
floors, 12,822 woodwork, 10,962 
porches and stairs, 8201 ‘fences, 
4309 outbuildings, 26,921 screens 
and 5018 roofs. In addition, 15,- 
977 walls were painted or kalso- 
mined and 25,635 walls were 
cleaned, 

A total of 13,424 flower boxes, 


_ 20,709 flower gardens, 11,140 veg- 


etable gardens, 19,497 grass plots, 
12,096 trees and 12,665 shrubs was 
planted during the campaign. 
Other jobs completed included the 
burning of 14,277 rubbish piles and 
the repair of 9360 fences, - 7484 
porches and steps, 5143 roofs and 
14,268 screens. Thousands of 
breeding places for disease were 
eliminated and hundreds of rats 
and other vermin exterminated. 
Newspapers and junk sold during 
the two-week drive totaled $3472.

the veteran British Labor leader 
has almost single-handed stopped 
several incipient panics which 
might have wrecked the confer- 
ence “a people believe he will 
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survive the ordeal—that he will 
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Scramble for Trade. 
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the evils from which their suffer-\ 


ings come. 

“They have said that if there 

is not much trade to be obtained, 
at least let us keep what there is 
within our own hands. The re- 
sult has been to increase the im- 
poverishment of every nation; to 
increase in consequence the gen- 
eral intensity of the crisis and to 
produce even more widely’ the 
sense of doubt and insecurity 
which now exists. 
’ “So profound is that sense of 
insecurity that even in my coun- 
try—which sometimes seems to 
be sheltered from the problems 
which the continent of Europe 
must face—even in my country, 
leaders of every party have be- 
gun to speak of the terrible dis- 
asters which may threaten our 
civilization if the crisis is not 
brought quickly to an end. 

“Everybody who has_ studied 
the situation knows what are the 
main causes of our present evils. 
The catastrophic fall in prices— 
the failure of the gold standard 
system—the  inter-Governmental 
debts which the war left. as an 
evil legacy behind it—disequilib- 
rium of production due to uncon- 
trolled rationalisation of industry 
—the impediments to trade—the 
total cessation of international 
lending—the bpeakdown of confi- 
dence which has spread to invest- 
ors and producers of every kind 
—doubts and fears about the po- 
litical stability of the European 
system—these, as every expert is 
agreed, are the causes that have 
led us to our present pass. 


Formidable Selfishness. 


“In seeking to deal with these 
evils, every nation has made a 
blind attempt to safeguard the in- 
terest of its own nation alone. It 
has been moved by what used to 
be called ‘sacred egotism.’ And in 
that desperate attempt to safe- 
guard its national interests, it has 
built up a system of armaments, 
of high protective tariffs of ex- 
change controls of trade, and of 
restrictions of many kinds. 

‘No doubt, for each single na- 
tion caught in the toils of the 
crisis and seeking its own salva- 
tion by its own efforts alone, 
there was much to be said for the 
adoption of these policies. But 
what might be justified in the, 
case of a single nation has béen 
a total failure when all the na- 
tions have done it together. Their 
efforts to protect national. inter- 
ests are not even ‘sane selfish- 
ness.’ 

“They have only made things 
worse and worse until today they 
have been brought by this total 
anarchy of national endeavor, to 
the point where every member of 
the international community of 
states is being strangled because 
that international community has 
not taken the action that is re- 
quired. And yet it is plain, if 
you look at those different fea- 
tures by which the crisis has been 
caused, that only international ac- 
tion can possibly succeed.

gan writing books on economics in 1889, 

and who was for 22 years editor of the 
Engineering News, is the author of “Path- 
ways Back to Prosperity,” published under 
date of March, 1932, by Funk & Wagnalis 
Co., New York. 

As an engineer, Baker feels his Own re- 
sponsibility for the state which organized so- 
ciety has reached. “Our profession,” he says, 
“through its work in development of labor- 
saving machinery and all that has gone with 
it in organization for efficient production and 
economic transportation is at least partially 
responsible for the great tide of unemploy- 
ment and the surplus of goods.” 

His “‘pathways” for the return to prosperi- 
ty are no broad and level highways, but lanes 
and bypaths of activity which may be helpful. 
The greater part of the book is devoted not 
to proposed remedies, but to a diagnosis of 
the ills of today, and “an attempt to make 
understandable to the average man the opera- 
tions of the great Social Machine.” 

The diagnosis is none too cheerful, but on 
page 225 the author drops a crumb of op- 
timism to the reader. He has been dwelling, 
like other analysts of the depression, on the 
fact that it occurred and continues in the 
midst of plenty, and that it marks the failure, 
not of resources, but of distribution.

Optimism Justified. 

“Does the world’s economic situation make 
one a pessimist?” he asks. “On the con- 
trary,” he replies, “it is one to justify com- 
plete optimism. Labor-saving machinery has 
enabled the world’s production to proceed at 
such a pace, and with so little human effort, 
that we can easily produce enough to supply 
all the world’s needs and have a surplus be- 
sides. Is this a cause for despair? 

“Suppose the exact contrary were the case. 
Suppose we had lagged behind in our devel- 
opment of labor-saving machinery, so that 
instead of a surplus of goods there was a 
world scarcity. That would mean the grim 
specter of starvation; high prices for food in- 
stead of low prices, mobs in the streets de- 
manding bread, war of town against town, 
and nation against nation, to grasp the means 
of life. Such a situation would be many 
times as serious as the present situation, when 
nations compete for the chance to supply 
each other’s needs. 

“Viewed from the broad aspect, the la- 
bor-saving machine has saved the world from 
starvation and destruction. One of its~ by- 
products is leisure. If we let this by-product 
be so used that a few get all the leisure and 
are unemployed, that is our fault, not the 
fault of the machine.” 

But the author does not belittle the tre- 
mendously serious realities and difficulties of 
today. In telling of upemployment as “a 
world menace,” he points out that the unem- 
ployed of today are not the old “submerged 
tenth,”. the vicious and chronically idle. A 
good many of the latter, he adds, are now 
carrying on bootlegging and other trades of 
the underworld. The unemployed now are 
educated, and come from the professions and 
the white-collar ranks of business as well 
as the factories. The class distinctions as- 
sumed by theorists, from Marx onward, have 


been wiped out. 


No Cycle, This Time. 

Baker proceeds to attack the belief held, 
as he says, by _many men in Wall street, and 
by most financial experts, that the present 
condition is a cyclical depression, which must 
in the course of events be followed by an up- 
ward turn in the curve of business and em- 
ployment. 

“Suppose this is not the case,”” he says. 
“Suppose this busiffess depression is here to 
stay until the conditions that have produced 
it are removed * °* * The fact 
which we must face is that in Europe onl 
the United States, wherever the machine era

HIS volume contains the results of 

an analysis to determine what are 
the underlying economic causes that have 
produced the world-wide b depres- 
sion and unemployment. 

“Probably those af conservative mind 
will hesitate to accept some of the conclu- 
sions from this analysis; but the author has 
also endeavored to make clear that, at this 
time of world stress, the interests of any 
special classes must take second place to 
the public interest lest worse things befall 
us. 


“Outstanding results of this analysis are, 
first, to make clear the important part that 
labor-saving machinery and methods have 
had in producing unemployment; second, 
the influence upon the economic situation 
of the slackening of construction work as 
the great construction era of the indugtrial 
revolution approaches its close; and, third, 
the waning of the dynamic influence of 
new inventions as thé primary wants of 
the human race become satisfied by the 
inventions already made. 

“The message of this book which it is 
desired here to emphasize is that the work 
of the engineer and the scientist, in re- 
ducing to a marvelous degree the cost of

producing the necessaries and comforts of 
life, must be permitted to bring benefits 
to all classes, and whatever alterations are 
necessary in our social machine to do this 
must be made. 

“If they are right who maintain that 
the present condition of, world stress is 
just another cyclical business depression, 
then such periods of extravagance are in- 
evitable and so is the resulting business 
collapse. 

“The author protests against any such 
fatalistic philosophy. Ignorance of economic 
and financial conditions is chiefly respon- 
sible for the errors of the past—and for 
their direful results, with which the world 
is struggling. 

; magic wrought by the scientist 
and engineer and far-sighted business man 
has placed in our hands all the elements 
essential to prosperity. We only need to 
exercise intelligence enough and conscience 
‘enough rightly to utilize these elements, in 
order to establish 4 more stable prosperity 
than that which recently departed.”

unemployed labor, not only now but at all 
times.” 

Cyclical unemployment exists, but it is only 
one of four phases cited by Baker, who says 
technological unemployment—men displaced 
by machines—is a more serious problem. The 
other causes of unemployment, he finds, are 
seasonal conditions and inferiority of individ- 
uals. 

Since labor-saving machinery has been in 
use more than a century, Baker says, many 
ask why its logical effect was delayed until 
1929, He answers this question much as the 
same question was answered by Charles G. 
Ross, in his article on “The Country’s Plight 
—What Can Be Done About It?” The latter 
article, published in the Post-Dispatch Nov. 
29 last, recently received a Pulitzer prize. 

“The widespread use of automatic ma- 
chinery and economic transportation is only 
a thing of yesterday,” Baker says. The ul- 
timate results, an over-supply of commodi- 
ties and a surplus of unemployed labor, be- 
gan to appear in 1913-14, but the World War 
interrupted this situation and postponed its 
logical developments. High-pressure and in- 
stallment selling was also a factor in this 
postponement, and piled up some of the 
present griefs. 


“The Approaching End of the Great Con- 
struction Era” is the significant heading of 
another chapter, the conclusions of which ap- 
ply to the whole world. “We engineers and 
chemists and promoters and financiers and 
capitalists,”” Baker writes “are approaching 
the finish of our job. The industrial revolution 
is nearing completion. There is no longer a 
profitable use for saved earnings in building 
railways or ships or factories, or opening 
mines. * * * This condition ought 
long ago to have been foreseen; yet it has 
taken the world by surprise. We have sup- 
posed there would always be new enterprises 
for investment and employment. * * * 


Big Expansion Era Over. 

‘“‘New inventions are not at an end, of 
course, * * * but the primary wants of 
mankind, as well as its secondary wants, are 
so completely supplied by inventions al- 
ready made that there are no such opportuni-: 
ties to revolutionize the living conditions of 
men as existed half a century ago.” 
Reduction in price, the writer finds, has 
little effect in increasing demand, indicating 
that the market for most commodities has 
been saturated. Under these circumstances, 
he says, a general/planning board, such‘as is 
being urged in some quarters, could find but 
little to do even if it possessed ample authori- 
ty. It could find no major avenues of in- 
vestment and development open. 

Baker coincides with other economic writ- 
ers in viewing the tariffs of the United States 
and other nations as a harmful] factor in the 
present situation. But “tariffs affect only 
international trade,.and if all the tariffs in 
the world were swept away, the problems re- 
sulting from machinery and other economie 
changes would still remain.” 

“We ‘can't stop the progress of labor-sav- 
ing machinery,” he says in a later chapter. 
“Where it produces unemployment, society 
has got to feed and clothe and shelter the 
; unemployed, and do it in a systematic way; 
otherwise they may help themselves, and do 
a lot of damage besides, and all our forces 


be insufficient to stop them. England and 
Germany have been forced to do this. * * * 
But ‘the dole’ has been established and fi- 
nanced on the theory that unemployment is 
only a temporary affair, due to cycles of busi- 
ness depression. Nowhere has .the situation 
been faced that now confronts the world, of 
millions of workers with nothing to do and 
no jobs at all in sight for them anywhere 
ahead. 

“It is common to hear the British dole to 
the unemployed workman sneered at here 
as a socialistic scheme to support the idle, 
who would rather accept the pittance than 
get out and work. From such blind ignorance 
of the economic situation of today, and the

Must Increase Consumption. 


“‘We have got to face the fact that there is 
one way, and only one, whereby we can make 
a market for our huge surplus of goods. It 
cannot be done by cutting down production 
alone, even though that is in some industries 
necessary. It can only be done by increasing 
consumption. 

“Increase the purchasing power of the 95 
per cent of the families of the United States 
who have only tiny incomes, and they will 
at once buy more; practically all they spend 
will go to the retail stores, and these will buy 
of the manufacturers. 

“We have got to alter the two spouts that 
deliver money on each side of our huge indus- 
trial machine, so that the spout that delivers 
money into the eager hands of 40,000,000 
wage earners will deliver more, and the spout 
that delivers money into the pockets of those 
who have already such incomes that they 
have*nothing to spend it for will deliver less. 

“This is the necessity that confronts the 
world, and it is just as much a necessity for 
the banker and the bondholder and the busi- 
ness executive with a good salary as for the 
man out of a job. The man of property has 
a big stake in the country. He wants to 
continue to ride along in this old bus, the 
Social Machine. But if the bus is wrecked, 
his property won’t do him or anyone eise any 
good. “ 

“There is nothing really revolutionary 
about this proposition. We are already do- 
ing this very thing. Ali the business lead- 
ers when they declared that high wages were 
essential to prosperity recognized it and put 
it into operation. 

“We are doing it today when we collect an 
income tax from those who have incomes 
above a certain minimum and exempt from 
tax those whose incomes are below this. We 
carry the principle still farther when we tax 
the man with an income of less than $10,- 
000 an average of less than 1 per cent of net 
income, while the man with an income above 
$100,000 has to pay a tax of 15 to 16 per

Total governmental revenues 
from liquor in 1931 were $73,- 
000,000, or about $13,000,000 
more than the average for the 
nine preceding years. The tax on 
distilled liquors is from $2.25 to 
$2.50 a quart, and the provincial 
stores take in addition a sales 
profit of about 75 cents on each 
bottle sold. 

Receipts of the Dominion, or 
Federal, Government from liquor 
taxes in 1931 were $43,000,000, 
equal to the Federal expenditures 
for unemployment relief. 

Canada’s population is 10,- 
, 000,000, or about one-twelfth that 
of the United States. Thus it is 
of interest on the basis of purely 
hypothetical comparison that if 
liquor were consumed in the 
United States as in Canada and 
similarly taxed the yearly reve- 
nue of the Federal Government 
would be about $516,000,000, or 
one-half the annual deficit Con- 
gress is trying to meet with the 
Leas tax bill. 


Good Use of Revenue. 


Outstanding facts 
the liquor survey are: 

The Canadian Federal Gov- 
ernment has received from 
liquor revenues in 10 years, 
$399,130,083; the Provincial 
Governments, $205,766,580; 
total $604,896,663. 

Liquor revenues for 1931, if 
set aside for the purpose, would 
almost have met the entire cost 
of providing work, food, cloth- 
ing ard shelter for Canada’s 
unemployed. 

There has been a decline in 
the last two years in the con- 
sumption of hard liquors, but 
the tax revenue from it has 
been affected relatively much 
less by the depressiva than oth- 
er taxes. 


Only two taxes in Canada—the 
sales tax and the income tax— 
bring in more revenue than the 
liquor tax. In the last two years, 
however, the liquor tax brought 
in more than the sales tax, and it 
has always produced more than 
the tax on individual incomes. The 
tax on individual incomes has pro- 
duced annually from $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000. Thus it has been 
asserted that without the liquor 
tax it would be necessary to dou- 
ble, or greatly increase, the in- 
come tax. 2 

Experience has shown how the 
liquor tax stands up against de- 
pression. It declined in 1931 only 
25 per cent as compared with 
1930, but the 1 per cent sales tax 
fell from $44,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000, a decrease of more than 50 
per cent. 


Drinking on Decrease 


The Government report shows 
that before the war a Canadian 
population of 8,000,000 consumed 
5,000,000 gallons of hard liquor 
a year. In 1931, with a popula- 
tion of 10,000,000, the consump- 
tion was 2,414,673 gallons. Un- 
der Government control of liquor 
sales the peak of consumption was 
in 1929 when 3,130,000 gallons 
were used.

employed, or to men or women re- 
ceiving relief or whose families 
might be in straitened circum- 
stances. In this, heads of come 
missions have, co-operated with 
Governments and with social and 
relief agencies. This is one cause 
of the decline in sale of liquor. 
| The liquor revenues have as- 
sisted the Canadian Governments 
in financing an ambitious pro- 
gram of unemployment relief. The 
combined expenditure of the Fed- 
eral and provincial governments 
in 1931 for relief works and di- 
rect relief was $76,000,000. The 
total revenue from liquor was 
$73,000,000. At the same time 
taxes were maintained at a rela- 
tively low rate. 


Quebec Has Small Debt. 

Some of the provinces permit 
profits from liquor sales to go 
into the general revenue fund. 
Others set such revenue aside for 
specific purposes. Quebec, which 
has had’ liquor control longer 
than any other province, has used 
liquor revenues for capital and 
other expenditures. Borrowing in 
this province has been all but un- 
necessary, and today Quebec, with 
a population of more than 3,500,- 
000, has a debt of only $80,- 
000,000, or less than $26 per 
capita. i 
Some months ago Premier Tas- 
chereau of Quebec announced a 
small additional tax on hard 
liquor to meet the cost of direct 
relief for the unemployed. Gen- 
erally speaking, Quebec is meet- 
ing her relief expenditures entire- 
ly out of liquor revenue. 
Supporters of the control sys- 
tem, which has been in effect 10 
years, say one of the advantages 
is the “‘painless’”’ collection of the 
tax. It is paid voluntarily, they 
assert, by those who buy liquor 
and in many cases the purchasers 
do not know they are paying a 
tax. Tourists, many of whom are 
attracted to Canada by the HMquor 
system, pay a large amount in 
quor taxes. Visiting tourists, it 
if estimated, spent $250,000,000 
in Canada last year, almost as 
much as the year before. 


Huge Profits in Sale.

Criticism of the Steagall Bill. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE House has passed the Steagall bill 

providing for the creation of a $400,- 
000,000 fund for the’ guaranty of bank 
deposits. In these days of rigid economy, 
the national and Federal Reserve mem- 
ber banks, the Federal Reserve banks 
and the Government are to be forced to 
contribute this sizable amount to insure 
all depositors in members of the Fed- 
éral Reserve System against loss. More- 
over, the fund is to be further enlarged 
by an authorized loan of $500,000,000 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, which will find itself in the pe- 
. culiar position of putting public moneys 
into banks to prevent their failure, then 
assisting in paying their depositors if 
they do fail. 

The guaranty of the deposits gf state 
banks has been tried and found wanting. 
In several of the Mid-Western states, in 
the early years of this century, laws were 
passed providing for the establishment of 
such funds by levying contributions on 
the banks themselves. All of these noble 
experiments have by this time wound up 
disastrous careers. Under an avalanche 
of bank suspensions, they found it im- 
possible to raise sufficient funds to make 
good all losses without wrecking the en- 
tire banking system. ‘ 

Deposit guaranty, as shown by our 
previous experience, has many obvious 
weaknesses. For example, it penalizes 
the careful and conservative banker by 
forcing him to pay for the mistakes of 
the reckless wildcatter. Under the state 
guaranty system, many banks took out 
national charters in order to escape the 
heavy assessments which were ruining 
them: While the Federal bill passes part 
of the cost on to the Government and 
Reserve banks to form the fund, future 
assessments are to be made entirely 
against the member banks. Unless the 
problem of bank failures is attacked at 
its roots by a-reconstruction of the en- 
tire banking system, it is not unlikely 
that the stronger national and Federal 
Reserve member banks, wearying of 
paying for the mistakes of their weaker 
brethren, will take out state charters, or 
surrender their Federal Reserve mem- 
berships.

A Health Department Extravagance.

HE municipal budget-cutters seem 
to have overlooked one apparent non- 
essential—the monthly publication of vi- 
tal statistics by the Health Department. 
This is a neatly printed pamphlet of 12 
pages, printed on good quality paper, 
containing an analysis of mortality causes 
in the city, divided into 214 groups with 
numerous subheads, and subdivided into 
male and female} white, colored and 
others. Only a few of these many divi- 
sions contain statistics, most of the list 
being devoted to blank spaces. In ad- 
dition, the bulletin contains figures on 
births, abstract of Coroner's weekly re- 
ports, comparisons of mortality with oth- 
er cities, a list of cemeteries in which 
decedents were buried, statement of 
' nuisances found and abated, inspections 
and condemnations of food, diagnostic 
* examinations, a monthly meteorological 
summary and sundry other statistics. 
This is specialized information of in- 
terest to only a few individuals, and why 
the city should. print it each month in 
this detailed form I cannot comprehend. 
The printing bill must be a sizable 
amaqunt. A mimeographed report would 
be more economical. Or the few per- 
sons interested should not object to vis- 
iting the Health Department to get the 
information. °

to know that 26 fish markets and two

LIKED your editorial, “Col. Clark's 

Campaign.” I have been reading his 
speeches with much interest. He speaks 
the language of the common people and 
he seems to be a worthy son of a 
worthy sire, Ww. Jd. 8. 
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not next autumn, but at the earliest possible moment. 
We are none too sanguine, however, concerning the 
promise of the proposed parley. Our Government, it 
is announced, has taken pains to, extract from the 
other participants a pledge that the conference will 
“have nothing to do with war debts, reparations, dis- 
armament or anything but purely economic subjects.” 
And our President has only recently declared that 
the tariff, too, is “solely a domestic question.” So we 
are to enter a conference which, declares the State 
Department, “may be of real value in the present 
depression,” after carefully assuring ourselves that 
every pertinent question of any vital significance has 
been deliberately excluded from consideration. 
Why have prices been falling off all over the world? 
Is it because of an absolute shortage of gold? Scarce- 
ly—the central banks and the governments of the 
world possessed more than twice as much gold in 
1929 as they did in 1913; yet the price level had risen 
but 40 per cent during this period. It is the distribu- 
tion, not the amount, of the world’s gold which has 
troubled us. 
Gold has been drained out of England, Germany, 
Russia and other nations into France and the United 
States, with the result that reserves have been low- 
ered, credit contracted and prices drastically reduced 
as gold has flowed out. This movement has had its 
repercussions in the destruction of foreign markets 
for American exports and the consequent prostra- 
tion of American industry. 
Behind this maldistribution of the world’s gold are 
to be seen the reparation, debt and tariff policies 
which American greed has imposed upon the post- 
war world. When we insist upon payment of inter- 


disastrous deflation and start commodity prices on 
the upward trend, they can do so if they will cancel 
reparations and war debts and reduce tariffs all 
around. Yet these are precisely the’ questions which 
our Government has refused to discuss. We will glad- 
ly go to see “Hamlet” if our hosts assure us that the 
Prince of Denmark will not appear on the stage. 

The other matters which might appear upon the 
agenda are, by comparison, of trivial significance. It 
is suggested that the conference might encourage the 
nations to extend credit more liberally, put the futil- 
ity of easy credit as a sole cure for the slump has al- 
ready been amply demonstrated in America. It is 
intimated, furthermore, that the conference might 
increase the price of silver by providing for its more 
extensive use in subsidiary coinage, but certainly no- 
body supposes that such action would go far toward 
stabilizing world commodity prices. 

Simultaneous abandonment of gold in favor of a 
bimetallic standard by all the great Powers might 
give us temporary relief, but it would give us no 
assurance of future stability and would give rise to 
further problems of the utmost gravity. In any case, 
the Washington dispatches assure us that bimetal- 
ism and the gold standard are not expected to enter 
seriously into the discussions. 

Senator David Reed has expressed the fear that the 
conference will lead us inescapably into a discussion 
of international indebtedness. “Inevitably,” he says, 
“we would appear as the one obstacle to the settle- 
ment of the problems of the world.” We agree with 
the Senator that this would be the probable outcome 
of the conference. And in this fact, we see its only 


hope for constructive accomplishment.

Senator Reed of Missouri was briefly reported in the 
press and, in the absence of the complete text, no 
final judgment of the effort may be attempted. 

But from the evidence at hand, the inference may 
be permitted that it was a glorification of war. The 
one passage quoted in the dispatches was a tribute 
to force, from which, impliedly, our national great- 
ness derived and by which only it may be maintained. 
“Dreamers may dream their dreams,” said the 
speaker, “and universal congresses write their thou- 
sand pledges of eternal amity. They are but paper 
pacts, quickly consumed in hatred’s smoldering fires.” 
A nation’s security, it is deduced, rests in the blood 
and valor of its soldiers. There is a measure of 
truth in that apostrophe to gallantry, but as a philos- 
ophy of government it is palpably shallow. Victories 
in arms, in the long reaches of history, are empty 
triumphs unless consummated by victories of states- 
manship and high purpose of citizenship. 

It will be agreed witout dissent that men never 
were subjected to a severer test in all the blood atone- 
ments of battle than in the World War, fought, as it 
was, on an unprecedented scale and with the most 
dreadful engines of destruction yet devised by the 
murderous science of Mars. And all the armies of 
all the nations involved acquitted themselves with as 
fine a nobility of courage as the annals record. 

Yet, in that World War, all the nations were de- 
feated, and the reason is plain to every thinking man. 
Statesmanship failed, and failed badly, when, the guns 
silenced, it engaged im the laborious battles of peace, 
And among American statesmen perhaps no man

failed more tragically than did the former Senator 
from Missouri. All his great intellectual gifts, his 
flaming energy, his political acumen, were invested in 
his malevolent determination to destroy the one 
project to effect conciliation, illumine the peace terms 
with justice and set the feet of humanity on the ways 
of spiritual and material recovery. And from the 
meager glimpse of his latest utterance, Mr. Reed Has 
not advanced an inch from the intransigeance of his 
obsession to smash the vision of Woodrow Wilson. He 
has learned nothing, forgotten nothing. 

Perhaps our ablest Memorial day address was that 
delivered 60 years ago by William Graham Sumner. 
Its closing lines, thought-provoking in every letter, 
may be offered: 

When men go to war for glory, let them have 
their reward. Pay it in the booming of canuon, 
and in the tinsel and trappings which perish in 
the using. But when men go to war for duty, let 
them also have their reward. Pay it in a new 
devotion to the duty for whose sake they fell; 
pay it in a nobler zeal in behalf of our rescued 
country; pay it in a loftier wisdom which shail 
destroy abuses before they grow so strong that it 
shall cost the blood of your sons to wipe them out. 
Since that Armistice Way of 1918, our statesman- 

ship has disavowed the League of Nations, made a 
place for the Ohio Gang, beamed on Ku Klux intol- 
erance, staged the speculative orgy of the “Coolidge 
Market,” declared commercial war upon the world 
by the enactment of the Hawley-Smoot tariff. That 
“nobler zeal,” that “loftier wisdom,” which the schol- 
arly Sumner pleaded for so long ago, was not forth- 
coming. And we sit today, Cassandra-like, among our 
Trojan ruins. 


Through history one of the most telling complaints 
against organized religion has been that it has oper- 
ated ag a soporific for the great masses of people, ad- 
ministered in the interests of the holders of land 
and wealth. Critics have said that the church’s prom- 
ise of a world to come in which all wrongs would be 
righted has only served to keep in economic subjec- 
tion persons who otherwise would have thrown off 
the yoke here below. 

However true this has been in the past, such a 

proposition needs modification today. One of the 
truly significant signs of the times is the forthright 
manner in which various denominations and relig- 
ious organizations are facing the: results of greed 
and social injustice. Not only are they removing 
the blinders which once they wore, they are demand- 
ing a change which will distribute more generally 
the benefits of society’s functions in the world. They 
are seeing and acting realistically. 
Viewing the economic crisis “as both a spur and 
a rebuke to the Christian church,” the quadrennial 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Atlantic City went so far as to condemn 
the present industrial order as “un-Christian, un- 
ethical and anti-social, because it is largely based on 
the profit motive, which is a direct appeal to selfish- 
ness.” In the place of the present order, the confer- 
ence asked mankind to establish “a social way of life 
in which all men have opportunity to develop their 
capacities to the fullest possible extent.” 

Among the means which the Methodists advocated 
for effecting the change were immediate and ade- 
quate Federal relief for the jobless millions and Fed- 
eral and state legislation to end such practices as 
stock speculation, short selling and pool manipula- 
tion, which were described as devices to give free 
rein to selfishness and greed. Moreover, it was urged 
that a national body of governmental officials, leaders 
in industry and experts in the social sciences, be ap- 
pointed for considering the problems of economic re- 
habilitation now everywhere demanding solution. 
Shorter working hours, old-age pensions, unemploy- 
ment insurance, abolition of child labor, diversion 
of the costs of armaments into useful activities and 
a planned program of public works were among the 
subjects suggested for such a commission’s study. 

Nor have the Methodists confined such activity to 
their national conference. District meetings, as well, 
have been looking at the American scene with crit- 
ical eyes. Ata recent district conference in Parsons, 
Kan., a resolution was adopted as follows: “We see 


in our modern capitalistic form of eroneeny @ prac-

tice that is rapidly producing an inequality among 
individuals and nations, and we believe that some 
form of change of policy must be effected immedi- 
ately.” Commenting on this, the Emporia Gazette 
counseled wisely: “Whenythe Methodist church with 
its solid middle-class conservatism takes a whack at 
our ‘rugged individualism,’ the rugged individualists 
would do well to stop and take an invoice.” 
While the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 


Church in the United States of America, meeting in 


Denver, did not go so far as the Methodist conference 
in its recommendations, it did not lack for criticism 
of the workings of the capitalistic system. Its com- 
mittee on social and industrial relations: reported 
bluntly that “unless democracy ends the maldistribu- 
tion of wealth, maldistribution of wealth will end 
democracy.” The committee said, in part: 


Industry for industry’s sake has worn out. It 
has, had its day. ... No longer can we tolerate 
the evils of an extremely selfish, unbridled, un- 
controlled and leaderless individualism. ... So 
ciety must develop adequate measures to insure 
steady and full employment for capital, manage- 
ment and labor. It must find some way to guar- 
antee the fruits of industry alike to the employ- 
ers and the employes. 


The same thought was sounded to his world-wide 
audience by Pope Pius XI in the encyclical dealing 
with the world crisis, issued three weeks ago. Fore- 
most among the causes of the general breakdown 
were, he said, greed and the accumulation of wealth 
in the hands of a small group. To restore health to 
the “ailing social body,” the Catholic leader urged “a’ 
more equitable distribution of the goods of the earth.” 

Similar notice of conditions has been taken by the 
Bishops of the Episcopal Church, the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis and numerous other church 
bodies. In St. Louis the work of the Social Jus- 
tice Commission, composed largely of clergymen, is 
already well known. The two men who led the at- 
tack on New York City’s political decay were church- 
men, Rabbi Stephen 8S. Wise and the Rev. John 
Haynes Holmes. Religious leaders such as Sherwood 
Eddy, Reinhold Niebuhr and Halford E. Luccock are 
among the most popular campus speakers, and their 
message to college students centers around the need 
for a realistic grasp of present conditions. 

When Protestant, Catholic and Jew in their several 
places of worship and through accepted leaders join 
in a common call for a check on greed and selfishness 
in terms of the world in which ‘we live, a significant 
thing has come to pass. An order which pays no heed 
to their warning will run the grave risk of pulling 
down the temple on its head.

The Soviets took 65 per 
cent of all our exports of lathes last year, 
about 70 per cent of all our exports of mill- 
ing machines, and $4,064,000 out of a total 
of $6,121,000 of drilling and grinding ma- 
chine exports. 

American exports to Russia last year to- 
taled $104,000,000. In the first quarter of 
1932, they dropped -to $4,000,000. Advo- 
cates of Russian recognition in Washington 
declare much of the mistrust of Russia 
would disappear if we had official repre- 
sentatives in the Soviet Union to gather re- 
liable information and expedite trade just 
as we do in most of the other countries,

wants. It is a reward for past co-opera- 
tion. It is likely to oring fresh efforts in 
other lines whtich have succeeded less well. 

Individual barter will thrive for a 
time, but it will never be allowed to domi- 
nate. Great textile mills, huge canning fac- 
tories, factories making boots, all are under 
way. In time their personnel will become 
efficient, will be offering better products 
more cheaply than the individual artisan 
can supply them. In the meantime, the 
Soviet will have gained the good will and 
wider co-operation of a mass of Russians 
who lack the enthusiasm of the 2,000,000 
Communist party members. 

This new economic policy leads to a 
fourth development which has now scarcely 
started but toward which Moscow is aim- 
ing. Since the first factories began to be 
completed under the plan, the Soviets have 
had no greater task than finding men who 
can run them. Trained workers are few. 
The tradition of the peasant leaves him 
poorly adapted to co-operative industrial 
effort. Collective management has not 
proved successful. It ig increasingly evi- 
dent that responsibility must, be placed on 
individuals.

This change now is being adopted in the 
factories as fast as trained managers are 
found. In the meantime, it is the plan of 
the Soviets to éncourage indfvidua! initiative 
again by allowing the degree of free trad- 
ing mentioned already, wages on a piece- 
work basis, rewards for individual effort. 

Finally, it is significant that Russia is 
steadily building up relations—trade rela- 
tions through diplomacy, or diplomatic re- 
lations through trade—with her neighbors. 
A few weeks ago Persia's envoy was re- 
ceived in Moscow with bands and Com- 
munistic display. Even more recently the 
Foreign Minister of Turkey was received in 
Moscow with the nearest equivalent of 
Czarist splendor that Moscow has lavishea

cials annotnced that a Soviet credit of

ployed in idleness.” 

Division of Profits. 

Returning later to the subject 
of the relative shares of capital 
and labor in the proceeds of in- 
dustry, Baker sects forth the fact 
that “our whole industrial organi- 
zation has for its direct purpose 
the making of the largest possible 
profit for managers and owners, 
and that means the least possible 
payments for ‘material and labor. 
The inevitable result,” he  con- 
tinues, “is to divert too much of 
the nation’s income to capital and 
the entrepreneur, and too little to 
labor.”’ 

The words of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Lehman of New York, warn- 
ing efnployers against wage reduc- 
tions, are quoted with approval. 
“Nothing would so greatly make 
for permanent prosperity,” Leh- 
man said, “as a wider distribution 
of wealth based on industrial per- 
formance.” 

“How can we effect this wider 

distribution of wealth,” the writer 
asks, “and do it with the least in- 
justice and the least igjury to the 
operations of our Social Machine? 
There is a question large enough 
to tax the wisdom of the wisest. Do 
it we must, for the return and 
maintenance of permanent pros- 
perity depend on it; but how to 
effect it with the least injustice, 
and the least interference with the 
beneficent operation of competi- 
tive forces is the problem.” 
He dismisses without referring to 
the constitutional barriers against 
it, the suggestion that the Govern- 
ment undertake to plan and direct 
every operation of trade and indus- 
try, saying. “There are no super- 
men on earth capable of intelli- 
gently and successfully organizing 
so enormous a machine.” He sug- 
gests that those who are attracted 
by the “planning” idea should look 
at the “Directory of the Manufac- 
turers of the United States.” a book 
larger than an unabridged diction- 
ary, and should try to picture a 
dictator managing the several hun- 
dred thousand manufacturing 
establishments listed there. 

For a statistical showing of the 
relative returns to capital and la- 
bor, the report of the Presidént’s 
Commission on Unemployment, as 
to distribution of the national in- 
come, is quoted. The figures} which 
are in billions, show that in 1913 
employes received 62 per cent of 
the national income, and in 1925 
they received 57 percent. A more 
pertinent question, the writer says, 
is the distribution of the national 
income between the wealthy and 
those of small means. Income tax 
returns are cited to show that onc- 
eighth of the total national income 
goes to those with net incomes of 
more than $5000 a year. Railroad 
statistics are given, to show that 
the ratio of return from the rail- 
roads in 1928 was $1 for bondhold- 
ers and stockholders, to $2.60 for 
employes. 

Where National Income Goes. 

One of the paths back to pros- 
perity, it is stated, is the transfer 
to the wage earner of a larger share 
of the products of industry. “We 
have already traveled far along this 
path, and in some cases we have 
probably traveled too far. The 
most hopeful direction in which to 
proceed further along this path 
will be to reduce the drains which 
now make the consumer's dollar 
disappear so rapidly. While there 
is little chance that a national eco- 
nomic council to balance produc- 
tion and distribution could achieve 
worth-while results, economic coun- 
cils to deal with the great prob- 
lems of distribution would have a 
fertile field for their work, in, pro- 
tecting the customer from orofit- 
eering and from education to ex- 
travagance. Anyone who realizes to 
what extent universal extravagance 
has been a contributing cause to 
the present depression, must realize 
that some organized protection for 
the consumer is one of the crying 
needs of the times.” 

Henry Ford’s experiment in high 
wages is treated by Baker as a 
creditable course, with the com- 
ment that some other employers 
would be glad to share their profits 
with equal liberality, if they had 
the Ford profits to share. Still 
alluding to Ford, the writer says: 

“The owner of a business in 
which profits are abnormally .arge 
has used part of the profits to pay 
higher wages or give other benefits 
to employes, and the achievement 
has been held up for public ad- 
miration. Commendable though 
such a policy is, it must be ex- 
tended to cover all industries in 
order to effect that broader distri- 
butiog of income which is essen- 
tial to restore prosperity. 

High Wage Level Wanted. 

“Higher wages to labor, where 
the industry will stand higher 
wages, constitute one of the paths 
that will lead us back toward pros- 
perity; but suck higher wages in 
any one industry must not rise 
above the general wage level, or 
we shall be laying a tax on all 
other workers for the benefit of 
the workers in that particular in- 
dustry.” 

~ Plans of industrial leaders for 
“piecemeal Utopias,” the writer 
adds, must provide a check to keep 
a single industry and its workers 
from unduly taxing il the rest—a 
danger which exists alike unger 
capitalism, socialism and commu- 
nism. : 

Taking the other alternative, the 
author asks what would be the re- 
sult of reducing wages to increase 
profits—taking 10 per cent or some 
other percentage off the payroll 
and adding it to dividends. This 
would result, he says, in transfer-| 
ring several billions of the national 
income from the 99 per cent of 
the people to the 1 per cent, and 
would be unsafe and unwise. 

“This is too obvious to need 
proof, and yet let us seriously re- 
‘flect that in all our industries the 


| expenses in order to show the larg- 
est margin of profit. Necessary as 
this course is in the interest of the 
final consumer, its inevitable ven- 
dency is to create unemployment 
and business depression.” 

The chapter on “Shorter Work- 
ing Hours” presents facts widely 
cited, and the stand of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor for the 
five-day week. A better system for 
the purchase and gale of labor, and 
unemployment insurance measures, 
are named as present needs. Sci- 
entific management of the stop- 
watch sort can be and has been 
overdone, he holds. 

“Advice From Mars” \is head- 
ing of a chapter in which the writer 
assumes that an expert from an- 
other planet has come to the earth 
to look into economic conditions, 
and that he gives the fruit of Mar- 
tian experience to a terrestrial offi- 
cial called the World Manager. 

Tips From Mars. 
The World Manager describes to 
his caller the development of labor- 
saving machinery, making possible 
a liberal supply of the necessaries 
of life, and opening the possibility 
of leisure and luxury. But, he ex- 
plains, now that not so much labor 
is needed, the result is not more 
leisure for all, but idleness for 
many, while the remainder work / 
nearly as long hours as before. It 
is beginning to be realized, he says, 
that there is a permanent surplus 
of unemployed men and women, 
who are idle through no —_ of 
their own, 
“We went through that ‘same 
thing in Mars long ago,” the visitor 
says, “and we had to learn wisdom 
by some very bitter experience. 
There, he relates, employers took 
advantage of machinery to lower 
wages and to speed up workers to 
the limit of endurance, causing “a 
hell of industrial warfare that last- 
ed for many years.” Martians had 
to learn, also, the need for keeping 
up the buying power of workers. 
“We did the only thing possible, 
just as you will have to do here. 
We divided up the work among the 
workers, so that there would be 
employment for all. We worked 
shorter hours and fewer days, so 
that the product would equal the 
demand. ... The great mass af our 
workers now have some leisure to 
live, apart from the grind of labor.” 
The World Manager then tells of 
the World War, which was expect- 
ed to demoralize business but which 
instead was followed by unexam- 
pled prosperity; then of the sudden 
flight of this prosperity, the cause 
of which is still a puzzle. 


It is no puzzle to the Martian, 
who points to the growth of unem- 
ployment through machinery as the 
chief cause. With over-production, 
he says, under-consumption must 
be equally reckoned a cause of de- 
pression. He views the passing of 
the era of construction, which last- 
ed longer in the United States than 
elsewhere. The World Manager 
then tells of relief efforts under 
way, and of efforts to stimulate 
building and other forms of em- 
ployment. The dialogue proceeds: 
World Manager: Everybody is 
being urged to “buy now.” Fac- 
tories and offices are besought to 
take on just one more man. A 
drive is on to urge the cities and 
states and corporations to build 
ahead of their requirements. 


Temporary / ids Useless. 

Martian: If your present depres- 
sion were due to a temporary con- 
dition, which time would soon 
cufe, that course would be all right. 
Otherwise, the drive you are now 
making will only postpone your dif- 
ficulty. It will give employment 
to men for a few months now; but 
they will again be out of work 
when the temporary spurt of build- 
ing and trade which your drive has 
estimated has spentitself. * * ®° 
But construction activities can be 
revived. Sites and building mate- 
rials are available at low cost, and 
labor in the building trades, which 
has had a wage scale far above 
that in other industries, can accept 
a reduction in wages, while capital 
should accept a low interest rate. 
This should create comfortable 
homes to rent at half to one-third 
of the prices now prevailing. 

World Manager: But will not 
such a program cut down the rental 
of present buildings? 

Martian: Undoubtedly, but that 
is in the direction of progress. The 
owner of factories and railways 
and all other property has to see 
His income reduced by competition 
and falling prices, and the real es- 
tate owner cannot be exempt. Re- 
duce the consumer’s rent by one- 
half, and he will have more pur- 
chasing power. * * * Let us 
understand what prosperity means. 
I suspect that many of your busi- 
ness men, when they speak of a 
return of prosperity, are thinking 
of the return of some such rate on 
invested capital as was often real- 
ized under the abnormal conditions 
of the war or the years succeeding 
it. Your world must return to a 
more sober pace, be content with 
smaller profits in all lines, and con- 
centrate on service to the final con- 
sumer at ,the lowest price. 

However, both parties to the dis- 
cussion agree, the new construction 
activity will pass its peak in a few 
years, and more work for surplus 
capital and surplus labor will have 
to be sought. “Your people will 
have to realize,” the Martian says, 
“that the revolutionary changes 
which have been made in the ma- 


that it was not possible to operate 
Mars with a consider- 
able part of its income concentrat- 
ed in the hands of a small group. 
Our business men found ‘that they 
could make profits only when the 
great bulk of the people had money 
with which to buy. Our men of 
wealth found that their property

Cure for Concentration. 


ose who held the title to the 
M wealth co-operated, there- 
fore, in a social and economic re- 
organization. The title to all natu- 
ral wealth, such as lands, mineral 
deposits and water powers, was 
transferred to the public—nations, 
states, cities and towns. The public 
authorities leased these properties 
tq private parties on a ground rent- 
aly or royalty basis. Thus the un- 
earned increment in land values 
and the income from the use of 
valuable gifts of nature were pre- 
served for the public treasury; yet 
the operation of industries was left 
in private hands.” This, he re- 
lates, cured the undue concentra- 
tion of wealth, the holding of idle 
capital, and the condition of unem- 
ployment. Resuming the dialogue: 

World Manager: Is not this over- 
production and fall of prices a 
world-aid calamity? 

Martian: Your world appears to 
have become permeated with the 
producers’ and traders’ view, that 
low prices are a calamity and high 
prices a blessing. In Mars, public 
opinion is exactly the opposite. We 
hold meetings for public rejoicing 
when the price of food or fuel or 
clothing falls. Your people here 
will come to the same viewpoint. 

“I¢ the object of business is to 
earn the largest profits with the 
least outlay of labor and capital,” 
the visitor observes, “then your 
business men naturally feel de- 
pressed; but if the object is to 
supply consumers with necessities 
and comforts at the lowest cost, 
then you are succeeding to a great- 
er degree than ever before.” The 
Martian then reminds the World 
Manager that if, instead of over- 
abundance, the difficulty were ex- 
haustion of world resources, “ca- 
lamity would indeed impend, and 
no adviser from Mars or any other 
planet could show you any path- 
way to relief.” 


The author suggests that, as ex- 
travagance is a crime against social 
welfare, a tax be put on luxuries. 
And he suggests, “What luxury is 
better suited to taxation than wine 
and beer? Figures (in a previous 
chapter) have shown that as many 
of the consumers’ dollars are now 
being spent with boodleggers, and 
to finance crime, as were spent 
legally for liquor before prohibi- 
tion. It is time to substitute ccm- 
mon sense for prejudice and senti- 
ment in dealing with this great 
problem.” 


The author Aipcusses, without of- 
fering detailed solutions, the prob- 
lems of the gold standard and of 
national and international debts. 
“This Social Machine,” he says in 
conclusion, “is not a bad machine; 
it is a very good one if properly 
understood and properly managed; 
but there is crying need for more 
expert knowledge of its construc- 
tion and maintenance, and of the 
changes that must be made so that 
it will operate well under the con- 
ditions that our hectic civilization 
has developed.”

today. <Any national or sectional 
attempt will be as futile as the 
efforts that have already been 
made. 

“For my part, I yield to none 
in my love for my country — I 
yield to no one in my belief that 
true national feeling is the main- 
spring of much that is noblest in 
human life. But I have always 
hated and detested the narrow na- 
tionalism that rests upon distrust 
of other nations. I have always 
thought that the paramount in- 
terests of every nation are not in 
conflict, but are common to them 
all; that nations do not grow rich 
and happy upon the poverty or 
the degradation of their neigh- 
bors. 


True Nationalism. 

On the contrary, the prosperity 
of one people depends upon and 
is increased by the prosperity of 
all the rest. I stand for true 
tionalism, and I believe that mich 
of the false narrow nationalism 
that is abroad in the world to- 
day is the cause of the greatest 
evils by which mankind is now af- 
flicted. 

“While I have breath in my 
body. I will fight against that 
false nationalism, I will fight for 
true patriotism that is founded on 
the vivid sense of the solidarity of 
mankind at large. 

“We are livine in momentous 
times in which grave issues are at 
stuke, and in which, as « have 
said, only world action can pull 
us through. There* is an oppor- 
tunity before the Governments to- 
flay, which, if it be vost, may not 
recur for a generation. 

“Here in Switzerland, great 
conferences are being held at 
which vital decisions must be 
made. At Lausanne, in a few 
weeks, some of these financial and 
economie problems of which I 
have spoken will be dealt with— 
and I hope successfully dealt with, 
I have showrm how important I 
think these problems are, but I 
would .add, with all the empha- 
sis at my command, that the im- 
pertance of .disarmament tran- 
scends every other question in pol- 
itics today. 

I knov there are some people 
who ‘say that it is no use to ex- 
pect progress with regard to ar- 
maments, with the world in its 
present state. Befcre we can in- 
duce to disarm, these people

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VALUE OF MONEY IN BOLIVIA 
DEPENDS ON PRICE OF TIN 


System Complicated Because Mime

LA PAZ, Bolivia, June 4.—Bo-

Tin is the staff of national life 
here, the country producing a 
fourth of the world’s supply. 

The National Control Commission ‘ 
has established a sliding scale by 
which there are 20 bolivianos to 
the British pound when tin is £90 
a ton and 15 »bolivianos to the 
pound when tin goes up to £150. 

In American money this means 
that when tin is $340 a ton the 
boliviano is worth 17 cents and if 
the metal goes to $540 it rises to 
25.3 cents. 

Prof. Edwin B. Kemmerer of 
Princeton University stabilized the 
boliviano at 36.5 cents in 1928, but 
hard times and an overproduction 
of tin toppled it. Now, with a new 
world agreement limiting tin pro- 
duction, the metal brings $494 a 
ton, but the cost of production is 
$475, so only the richest mines are 
working. 

The scheme has a special domes- 
tic complication. Mine owners want 
low exchange so they can get more 
bolivianos for their tin; business in- 
terests want high exchange rates 
so it will take fewer bolivianos to 
pay for imports.

Importance of IMisarmament. 

“I would reply, tha* there is 
nothing that could restore the con- 
fidence that is required as the suc- 
cess of the disarmament confer- 
ence. 

“Indeed, as President Hoover 
once declared, the Disarmament 
Conference in itself is an economic 
conference and its success would 
be the greatest step towards world 
recovery, which it is in the power 
of the governments to take. 

“Let me say, too, that I by no 
means share the current pessimism 
about the work which the confer- 
ence has done. No one knows bet- 
ter than I do the difficulties to be 
overcome. No one knows better 
than I do that unless the govern- 
ments have the will to agree, no 
agreement can be made. But let 
us not be misled into pessimism by 
the unforeseen obstacles which 
have arisen since the conference 
met in February last. 

“There have been the _ tragic 
events in the Far East to which we 
have been by no means reconciled 
because they are far away. These 
have been political events in Eu- 
rope by which our actions have 
been hampered. Yet I venture to 
sa. that in spite of these obstacles 
the work that we have done has 
taken a long step forward. 

“Some people complain that we 
have only talked: but it is from 
our discussions that the concep- 
tion of qualitative disarmament has 
been evolved. Qualitative disarma- 
ment, the abolition or internation- 
alization of the weapons which give 
predominance to aggressive attack, 
is not an alternative to rcoompe. | ie 
tive disarmament; but if accompa- 
nied by a general all-round reduc- 
tion and limitation, it may prove 
to be the happy formula by which 
many of our major difficulties 
would be overcome. 

“T am sure that when our gen- 
eral commission takes up the dis- 
cussion of the reports which the 
special commissions will make, it 
will find in those reports all the 
elements that it requires to carry 
through the policy of qualitative 
disarmament to full success. ‘When 
that moment comes, as it will now 
come very soon, the governments 
will have grave decisions to make.”

T season are on a scale more elaborate than ever before in its 

history. More than 30 well-known singers, players, dancers and 
comedians are under contract for appearance in the course of the 
season, which will present 12 productions—‘The New Moon,” this 
week’s offering; “‘Blossom Time,’’ the week of July 27; “The Desert 
Song,” the week of July 4, and “‘Sari,’’ the week of Aug. 1, being 
the only four revivals of the summer cycle. - In addition to these 
are eight works new to Municipal Opera, including “The Riviera 
Girl,’ week of June 13; ‘‘The Last Waltz,”’ week of June 20; “The 
Rose of Stamboul,” week of July 11, and “‘The Blue Paradise,” 
week of July 25, together with “‘The Honeymooners,” week of July 
18; “The Land of Smiles,” week of Aug. 8, and ‘“‘Katja,’”’ week of 
Aug. 15, which are new to St. Louis. This completes a list of 11 
operetta successes, while the season’s twelfth offering, a musical 
version of Edmond Rostand’s famous drama “‘Cyrano de Bergerac,” 
with a score by Samuel D. Pokrass, a young Russian, and the book 
by Charlies O. Locke, brings the opera cycle to a close the week of 
Aug. 22 in a world premiere.

NEW YORK. 
OMETHING entirely new in art exhibi- 
tfons made its appearance recently at the 
galleries of McMillen, Incorporated, 148 
East Fifty-fifth street, where archi-ects, 
painters and sculptors have designed and 
decorated eight miniature.r sms with 
such fidelity to detail as to cause specta- 
tors to experience the illusion of looking 
into real rooms of normal size as they 
' pass through the exhibition hali. 

Executed on a scale of one and a half inches to the foot, 
these little interiors are completely furnishéd down to tiny 
ash trays and cigarettes. The furniture is real furniture, 
built on a diminutive seale. Jewel-like murals and sculp- 
tures form part of the decorative scheme and real Aubusson 
rugs, specially woven in just the right patterns and. colors, 
ure on the floors. Illumination is from real electric lights 
in real chandeliers and wall fixtures. The largest of the 
rooms if not more than three feet square, but the effect 
is in no sense ‘‘cute”’ or suggestive of a doll house. The 
rooms and their contents, if expanded to normal size with- 
out the sHightest change of scale, would retain their balance 
and proportions. They are, therefore, not only works of art 
but practical models showing the latest and smartest modes 
of furniture and decoration for both the home and the busi- 
ness office. 

The exhibition was conceived and arranged by Mrs. 
Drury McMillan, the former Eleanor Stockstrom of St. 
Louis, and the models were constructed in the McMillen 
studios from designs furnished by a group of artists invited 
to co-operate in the undertaking. After the designs had 
been received the McMillen staff of craftsmen put in about 
three months of painstaking labor building the models. 

Victor Proetz, St. Louis architect, designed the circular 
foyer and the office room pictured on this page. He was 
the only architect, except those of the McMillen firm, participating. He also 
executed the murals of the foyer and designed the furniture for the office.

In a short time he 
achieves control over 
head and neck muscles. 
After that it is suffi- 
cient to support the 
full length of the spine 
up to the nape of the 
neck. Later you need 
hold him only as high 
as the shoulder blades. 

Still later about the ribs 

and the small of the back. 

The baby himself will tell 

you of his development by 

“ his own insistence upon using 

his muscles. When he raises his 

own head and shoulders, you know 

that those parts have come under 
control. 

When the control has progressed as 
far down as the midribs, skill with the- 
arms begins to develop. The child can 
then reach for and grasp his toys suc- 
cessfully. 

When he can almost, but not quite, 
sit alone, it is the lower part of the 
trunk that gives way. Sometimes you 
may see him make an effort to keep 
his balance by bending far forward. 
Then it is not possible for him to raise 
himself again, and he must suffer the 
indignity of rolling over and starting 
again. 

He must attain a great deal of skill 
in sitting before he can bend and 
straighten back up again. The aver- 
age baby is not able to sit alone until 
he is eight months old. 

Meantime, he has been making prog- 


_ ress towards crawling. After many

weeks, usually several months, of prac- 
tice in pushing the chest up, he will 
one day try pulling his legs up frog- 
fashion and then kicking them out 
suddenly. 

It is accompanied by a great strain- 
ing and reaching toward the desired 
Object, but—-sad to relate—-the prog- 
resa, if any, is usually backward. Be- 
cause the abdomen is not lifted off the 
floor, and the arms and legs work 
mostly at cross purposes, the next re- 
suit is usually zero, but it is excellent 
exercise. This swimming stage is 
reached by the average baby at ailx 
months. 

The final step before creeping is 
ecooting backwards. 

“This reaction usually occurred in- 
advertently, when the baby was at- 
(empting to get up on his hands and 
knees to creep or to push to a sitting 
posture,’ Dr. Shirley reports. ‘The 
baby first propped himself on his 
hands and walked his hands backward 
toward his knees, thus lifting his 
pelvis from the floor.”’ 

The advanced stage of creeping on 
hands and knees is attained by the av- 
erage baby at about 11 months. 


” 


T ABOUT this time also he has 
A\ reser a very important stage 

on the road to walking-—-he Is 
able to stand with the help of an out- 
stretched adult hand or the support of 
furniture or adult clothing. 

This stage is a good index of when 
the child will walk. The sooner it is 
reached the sooner the baby will walk 
alone, and the later it comes the more 
retarded he will be. The average baby 
reaches this level at seven months and 
it lasta until 10 months. 

If the child is precocious and be- 
gins standing at an earlier age—and 
many of them do—the parents are 
likely to worry for fear he will over- 
tax his pliant bones and become bow- 
legged. The baby has no such worries. 

Every firm object, and some not so 
firm, will serve as a ‘‘chinning bar’’ for 
the purpose of pulling up to his feet. 

It is still a big jump, however, to 
the very grown-up stunt of standing 
and walking alone, which will not be 
possible for the average child until the 
age of about 14 or 15 months. 

‘Parents are likely to expect the 
transition from walking with help to 
walking alone to take place within a 
few weeks,’’ Dr. Shirley says. ‘‘Quite 
to the contrary, this is usually a long. 
drawn-out period, and the efforts of 
parents to hasten or retard it are usu- 
ally without avail. 

This does not mean, though, that 
your baby is not gaining in all the 
months that he must hang on to some- 
thing in order to walk. Speed of walk- 
ing is gradually increasing. The 
length of the step is also getting great- 
er. And the feet are being set down 
with greater regularity, one after the 
other, gradually eliminating hesitation 
and false patting of the ground. 

At last the stage is set. The big 
moment has come. The autocrat of 
the household takes what parents mis- 
guidedly call the first step.

HE world’s first 
“totally blind’ solo 
flight in an air- 
plane was turned 
in the other day by 
Captain Albert F. 
Hegenberger of the 
Army Air Corps, 
confirming previous 
tests in this direc- 
tion and demonstrating conclusively 
that with the aid of modern indicators 
a well-trained pilot can take off from 
a flying field, maneuver his plane at 
will and execute a safe landing at his 
starting point without actually seeing 
beyond the instrument board ‘in front 
of him. ' 

Captain Hegenberger, who, with 
Lieutenant Lester J. Maitland, made 
the first non-stop flight from Califor- 
nia to’ Hawaii, accomplished his blind 
flying feat at Patterson Field, Dayton, 
Ohio. Inclosing himself in a hooded 
cockpit, he took off alone, made two 
180-degree turns and, after five min- 
utes or more in the air, glided smooth- 
ly to a landing on the very spot*from 
which he arose. As long ago as Sep- 
tember, 1929, Major James H. Doolit- 
tle of St. Louis did substantially the 
same thing in the first demonstrations 
of blind flying instruments, but Doo- 
little’s feat was not. a solo flight. He 
had with him a check pilot in the front 
cockpit to take the controls if neces- 
sity arose. Hegenberger’s accom- 
plishment, therefore, goes into the rec- 
ords as the first of its kind. F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of War 
for Aeronautics, characterizes it as an 
‘historic flight about which two things 
are remarkable.”’ 

‘In the first place,’’ he said, ‘‘He- 
genberger was unaccompanied; sec- 
ondly, he made use of standard Air 
Corps equipment only. We do not 
claim that we have solved the whole 
problem of fog flying, but assuredly 
something important has been added 
to its solution by this noteworthy 
flight.’ 

The recent Dayton tests were a con- 
tinuation of the experiments in connéc- 
tion with fog flying which have been 
carried on for several years by the 
Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the Pro- 
motion of Aeronautics. Since the fall 
of 1929, when Major Doolittle demon- 
strated that a plane can be flown 
under totally blind conditions, with the 
help of such instruments as the radio 
compass, the artificial horizon and the 
directional gyro, these instruments 
have been standard equipment for 
army, navy, mail and commercial pas- 
senger planes, and training in the use 
of them has been part of the aviator'sa 
post-graduate course in flying. Re- 
peatedly, the instruments have been 
put to practical tests in actual fog fly- 
ing, where, so far as visibility is con- 
cerned, the pilot might just as well 
have a hood over his head as not. 

Army and navy aviators, trained in 
every form of dare-devil flying, have 
been going out for months in the 
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blackest kind of weather, scouting for 
an imaginary enemy, simulating raids 
over strange territory and performing 
other missions usually as hazardous as 
real warfare. In these flights they de- 
pended almost entirely upon the new 
gadgets to keep them right-side up, 
to guide them on their courses and to 
bring them safely down to earth. 

Scores of pilots also are testing these 
inventions nightly on the regular ai) 
mail routes, flying through darkness 
storm and fog, often unable to see 
their wing tips and with only the 
dials and pointers at hand to see them 
through. They credit the new instru- 
ments with enabling them to complete 
more than 95 per cent of their trips 
on schedule time. Blind flying, once 
the menace of air transport, is becom- 
ing the accepted thing. 

All the successful trans-oceanic and 
world flights last year were accom- 
plished largely through the help of the 
new blind flying instruments. Post 
and Gatty, the Lindberghs, Hillig and 
Hoiriis, Endres and Magyar, Boardman 
and Polando, Herndon and Pangborn, 
and other famous flyers depended on 
them when land and sky and sea were 
blotted out by fog and snow. Experi- 
ences of these and other pilots testify 
abundantly to the fact that flyers can- 
not depend upon their own sense of di- 
rection under such circumstances and, 
even when their senses dictate other- 
wise, must obey their instruments. 


impulse to follow their own judg- 

ment was overpowering, even 
though the dials warned them that 
such a course would be foolish. Grim- 
ly determined to obey the dials, they 
put down their impulses and were re- 
warded with safe emergence from 
their plight. 

The record of successful blind fly- 
ing in recent months bears out the the- 
ory long held by scientists that one’s 
natural impulse in thick weather, when 
he cannot see outside his plane, is to 
do the wrong thing at the most inop- 
portune moment, that instead of hay- 
ing the bird instinct so commonly cred- 
ited to him, the expert pilot is just an 
ordinary mortal after all, with the al- 
most uncontrollable impulse to turn 
right when his instruments warn him 
to turn left, or to go down when they 
inexorably demand that he go up. 

The fact is looked upon in engineer- 
ing circles as one of the most impor- 
“tant discoveries since the Wright 
brothers invented the airplane 28 
years ago. With the proof before them 
that blind flying instruments are more 
accurate than the judgment and in- 
stinct of veteran pilots, the aviation 
people see a rapidly growing number 
of flyers. It means that in order to fly 
successfully a student does not have to 
possess a bird instinct. 

The war introduced the first real 
need for long-distance flying in all 
kinds of weather. Until then aviation 
had been more of a fair weather sport 
than anything else. But when the war 
pilots found themselves out on patrol 
or raids and were caught in a fog or 
high winds, they commenced crying for 
better. instruments. Of course, they

There was also devia- 
tion, a combination of 
forces caused by the 
metal in the plane, which pulled the 
needle this way and that. Most an- 
noying of all, the needle would spin 
dizzily every time the plane turned in 
a bank or rolled under a gust of wind. 
The wind tended to drift the plane 
sidewise and at such speeds a few sec- 
onds of inattention meant nosing to- 
ward a point hundreds of miles from 
the intended destination. Instruments 
that functioned adequately on ocean 
ships because there was time to check 
them there failed miserably in the 
air. 

Under the impetus of war the air- 
plane became stronger and its engine 
more powerful. It could carry greater 
loads. But original invention lagged 
when it came to navigational instru- 
ments. Shortly after the armistice a 
whole fleet of British seaplanes dis- 
appeared forever somewhere off the 
Irish coast. 

Alcock and Brown, who made the 
first non-stop flight across the Atlan- 
tic, from Newfoundland to Ireland, in 
1919, keeled over in a cloud bank, 
which they struck without warning in 
mid-ocean shortly before dawn.

UCCESS

ENTLEMEN of the 
Board of Trustees 
of Hillvale Church; 
my greetings and 
compliments. Rev. 
Dr. Hyston; my sin- 
cere felicitations 
upon the recent ad- 
dition to your fam- 
ily. Ahem! My 
friends, on the twenty-ninth evening 
of last month you assembled here in 
apecial meeting to dispose of the Widit 
affair. You passed a resolution se- 
verely censuring the said Widit; you 
divested aforementioned Widit of all 
church offices. As matters stand now, 
he is permitted to enter his pew, for 
which rental has been paid to the end 
of the year, but he neither holds his 
former titles nor fulfills his former 
duties as head usher, treasurer of the 
Young Men’s Club and assistant super- 
intendent of the Sunday school. Gen- 
tlemen, I ask you to reconsider these 
drastic punishments. I do so knowing 
well that you enacted them gravely, 
and with full deliberation. I acknowl- 
edge the grievous quality of Widit’s 
offense. 

When first I heard of it, I, too, felt 
that the man must be disciplined. In- 
deed, if I had been privileged to sit 
with you upon the night of your meet- 
ing, | am certain | would have voted as 
you voted. But, oh, my friends, does 
not Portia tell us that mercy is like 
dew from heaven, or words to that ef- 
fect? Be merciful to Olonzo Widit, I 
heg you; think of him not as he was 
upon the night of his disgraceful inter- 
ruption of the meeting of our Young 
Men's Club; think rather of the Widit 
of unflagging devotion to our Sunday 
school; think of Widit who has not 
missed a Sunday passing the plate, not 
a single Sunday since his appointment 
as head usher. Steadfast to his duty, 
he has come often to our worshipful 
gatherings against the advice of phy- 
sician and wife, suffering with one of 
his typically severe colds, when control 
of the desire to sneeze during hymn or 
sermon required truly a é§$ Spartan 
courage. 


ONSIDER, I ask, the career of 
CC oionze Widit. We know him as 

a successful man, risen through 
25 vears of effort to the post of assist- 
ant chief accountant for a large corpo- 
ration in whose offices he began as 
bookkeeper. We know him here at 
church. But we must go deeper; we 
must go back, far back; yea, to his 
very boyhood. We must for a time 
wear the Widit shoes, commune with 
the Widit soul. No, Dr. Hyston, that 
is not a pun—I was never more seri- 
ous in my life. 

To indicate Olonzo’s exemplary 
youthful tendencies, I offer in evi- 
dence three exhibits: this Sunday 
school report card with gold star at- 
tached, indicating regular attendance; 
this arithmetic examination paper with 
the grade of 100 clearly credited in red 
crayon; lastly, this eighth-grade diplo- 
ma bearing that praise which is the 
goal of all scholars, the Latin inscrip- 
tion Summa cum laude, meaning, 
“with the highest praise.’’ 

It would be pleasant to dwell at 
length upon the Widit boyhood; to tell, 
for instance, how he never failed to be 
on time at school, although a large and 
vicious dog, at the end of the block in 
which he lived, daily threatened to at- 
tack him and tear his flesh; to explain 
how he strategically eluded said dog 
by walking through a vacant lot across 
the street, thence down an alley. It 
would be illuminating to go into this, 
hut searcely to the point. Let us be 
content with the revelations of char- 
acter evident in our three exhibits; let 
us pass on to more important consider- 
ationa. 

Olonzo was the twelfth child in a 
family of 13, but although he grew 
up amid complaint, bustle and confu- 
sion, he did not surrender to advers- 
ity; he did not lose heart in squalid 
circumstances. No, like Edison, Lin- 
coln and Napoleon, he dreamed his 
dreams of independence, prosperity 
and contentment. Reading improving 
books, hearing profound sermons, 
thinking deeply, he formulated the 
ideal which was to guide him through- 
out his busineas life—which guides 
him today. ‘“‘The only recipe for true 
happiness,”’ said Olonzo to himself, ‘‘is 
to marry, own your own little home 
and have children.’ To this he 
dedicated himself, to its achievements 
he bent his efforts. Will any man 
quarrel with such ambition? Cer- 
tainly not. 

I do not hesitate to mention at this 
point the great Austrian psychologiat, 
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Freud. Let none tremble, for I in- 
tend to make no reference to those 
darkly prurient teachings which our 
good leader, Dr. Hyston, has so care- 
fully studied, and against which he has 
specifically warned us. I wish merely 
to call attention to a fact whigh Freud 
noted during his experiments—that 
words and expressions heard in one's 
youth may lie dormant in one’s nop- 
conscious memory, to emerge later 
under surprising conditions. Freud 
tells of an illiterate peasant grand- 
mother who suddenly began to talk 
volubly in Hebrew, Sanskrit and Latin. 
It was found that she was merely re- 
peating, in a cort of dilirium, frag- 
ments of conversation which she had 
heard as a maiden, while serving in 
the home of an Hungarian savant. 
Now, I wish all to bear in mind 
that Olonzo Widit, at the age 
of 15, attended business college, where 
he studied typing, shorthand and 
bookkeeping, and where he came 
frequently in contact with a youth, 
likewise a pupil, named Eugene Dex- 
ter Higgs. Without actually repeat- 
ing foul words, I wish to make the 
point that the said Higgs frequently 
made use of a profane and vulgar ex- 


' pression something like this: ‘Don't 


believe him, he’s a G—--— d—— liar. 
Higgs used this expression many 
times within Widit’s hearing, and even 
went so far as to write it with chalk 
on fences and alley walls, using not 
merely the initial letters of the pro- 
fane words, as I do here, but spelling 
them out fully, as evil-minded boys 
sometimes will. And I finally wish to 
point out that Widit, far from admir- 
ing or aping such conduct, was deeply 
revolted by it. He closed his mind to 
it. So far as possible, he 

avoided Higgs and, in time, 

forgot the words—-or thought 

that he had forgotten them— 

entirely. 

Now then! At the prop- 
er time, Widit applied to the 
superintendent of his Sun- 
day school for work. In this 
way, he became assistant 
bookkeeper for the Standard 
Rivet Corporation, where he 
applied himself diligently, 
studied hard to fit himself 
for better things, and ultimately 
achieved the position of assistant chief 
accountant, which he holds today. 

He kept ever in mind, ever cherished 
his axiom: “The only recipe for true 
happiness is to marry, own your own 
little home, and have children.’ No 
matter how small his earnings, Widit 
laid aside a fraction against the day 
when he might set about realizing this 
“true happiness."" Upon his twenty- 
firat birthday, the sum of $861.35 lay 
to his credit in the savings bank. Upon 
his twenty-fifth birthday, this had 
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been well-nigh doubled; Widit had in 
his possession $1620.32, and he had by 
10 means been stinting himself. He 
had completed a course in advanced 
bookkeeping, had attended dinners, 
pageants, social lectures and teas at 
his church, and had regularly paid his 
pew rent, besides contributing to the 
building fund, the foreign .missions 
and tne social service. 

Came the dawn of love. Fidelia 
Elliott Vogel these many years had 
quietly minded the K-Q section of the 
files of the Standard Rivet Corpora- 
tion, almost side by side with Olonzo. 
Of a sudden, this pair found them- 
selves regarding each other with shy 
glances. They attended organ recitals 
together, shared the brilliant excite- 
ment of a strawberry festival, and ere 
long Fidelia was wooed and won. Up- 
on the morning of a cloudy, though 
rainless, September 3, the happy pair 
faced the altar, leaving it with a pas- 
tor’s blessing and the promise of a 
blissful wedded life.’’ 


T ALMOST the same time, I 
Ant to remark, Widit’s revolt- 
Ing fellow pupil at business 
college-—the coarse character, Eu- 
gene Dexter Higgs—eloped with a 
young woman whom he had known 
but three days. Through the in- 
fluence of said young woman's fa- 
ther, Eugene secured a position with 
the Standard Rivet Corporation. It 
seemed rather unjust to Olonzo Widit 
that Higgs should be made a full- 
fledged bookkeeper immediately upon 
appointment instead of having to work 
his way up through the ranks from 
assistant bookkeeper as Widit had 
done, but Widit was, and is, no man 
to harbor envy or resent- 
ment. Since Higgs was as- 
signed to the staff of the 
auditor of receipts, while 
Widit remained with the or- 
ganization of the auditor of 
disbursements, the young 
men rarely saw each other, 

and all went well. 

Having lived a few months 
in a rented room, jn a house 
where meals were furnished 
family style in a large base- 
ment dining hall, Olonzo one 

day said to his bride: ‘‘The only recipe 
for true happiness is to marry, own 
your own little home, and have chil- 
dren.” To which Fidelia Vogel 
Widit, with the warm light of woman's 
great adventure glowing in her eyes, 
replied in a whisper: ‘“‘You had best 
see to our little home, then, for a 
stork told me the other day that he 
intended to visit me, bringing a pre- 
cious little package.”’ 

Olonzo promptly considered ways 
and means. The honeymoon had cut 
rather heavily into his savings, leaving 
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him with but $1609, to which he had 
been able to add but little, seeing that 
increased expenditures were now nec- 
essary. Nevertheless, he had received 
a small increase in salary and he felt 
that careful management would see 
him through. 

To be brief, he looked at prperty in 
45 locations, chose a lot in Hillvale be- 
cause it was near this church, and pur- 
chased his ground from Elirus T. Wat- 
kins, late highly respected secretary of 
this board, for $825. Then, with ap- 
proximately $800 left, he secured a 
loan of $3600 through another mem- 
ber of this congregation, and set about 
the building of a little cottage.

Not one of us, I feel certain, 
could, or would wish to, indorse 
Razor’s methods, In the case in hand, 
a contract was executed whereby 
Razor agreed to build for Widit a 
frame cottage, four rooms with bath, 
within the amount of Widit’s loan of 
$3500. To be explicit, Razor’s contract 
was to complete the building for 
$3200, leaving $300 for use in beauti- 
fying the grounds. Widit’s $800 of 
savings was to provide a heating plant, 
furniture and incidentals. 

But Razor failed in almost every 
item of his contract.

Bourdeile, who was not too young in 1870 to re- 
member the loss of Alsace, nor too old to have 
felt the horror of the World War, expressed in 
sculpture, perhaps as perfectly as any living artist 
could have, the attitude of France immediately 
The Virgin symbolises France, and 
her child the sacrifices of the French to regain 
Alsace; there is also a broader meaning—distinct- 
ly more humanitarian and universal than it is 
usual to find in such memorials—the symbo! of 
the Madonna and Christ Child.
